Gentlemen: — Owing  to  the  pressure  on 
the  shelves  in  all  departments  of  the  main 
book  collection,  it  has  become  absolutely 
essential  to  make  provision  for  additions. 
Some  of  the  overflow  is  now  housed  in 
inaccessible  places,  some  is  ranged  on 
tables  and  bins  required  for  sorting,  and 
in  other  ways  the  surplus  is  impeding  the 
prompt  and  efficient  service  necessary  in 
the  stacks.  We  find  also  that  the  limit 
of  capacity  has  been  reached  in  the  open 
shelves.  In  order  to  make  room  in  both 
places,  and  in  order  that  added  privileges 
may  be  granted  readers  of  books  in  for- 
eign languages,  your  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  has  considered  plans 
for  installing  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
building  approximately  twenty-five  thou- 
sand volumes  representing  the  German, 
French,  Italian,  Polish,  Bohemian,  Swed- 
ish, Dano-Norwegian,  Lettish,  Yiddish, 
Russian  and  other  books  in  foreign  lan- 
guages. Such  a  transfer  of  books  from 
the  main  collection  will  not  only  relieve 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  stacks  in  the 
core  of  the  building,  but  will  also  prove 


fruitful  in  giving  to  foreign-born  patrons 
of  the  Library  added  privileges  of  personal 
inspection,  such  as  has  been  so  largely 
appreciated  since  the  open  shelf  division 
was  installed  on  the  third  floor.  .  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  necessary 
step  be  taken  for  the  purchase  of  the  re- 
quired furniture  and  equipment  for  the 
foreign-book  room,  and  for  suitably  equip- 
ping on  the  fifth  floor  headquarters  for 
the  training  class,  in  lieu  of  those  which 
must  be  vacated  to  enable  this  to  be  done. 
We  recommend  that  the  matter  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds  with  power  to  order  the  neces- 
sary furniture  within  a  total  amount  not 
exceeding  $ i, 800.  The  equipment  con- 
templated is  based  on  the  following  list 
for  this  and  other  needs  of  the  Library. 

Foreign  book  room — 14  ranges  of  4 
sections  each,  double  eight-inch  shelves; 
approximate  cost,  $1,050. 

Desk — approximate  cost,  $100. 

Training  class  room  and  staff  meeting 
room — 15  individual  tables  with  drawer, 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $180;  48  chairs 
with  arm  rest  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
$270.

MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  has  learned  with  deep  re- 
gret of  the  death  of  Frederick  H.  Hild, 
former  librarian,  who  passed  away  Au- 
gust 1 1,  1914. 

Mr.  Hild's  connection  with  the  Chicago 


Public  Library  covered  a  period  of  over 
thirty- five  years.  He  entered  the  library 
service  in  1874  as  a  page  and,  advancing 
through  various  positions,  was  elected  li- 
brarian, October  15,  1887.  For  twenty- 
two  years  he  served  the  city  of  Chicago 
as  librarian,  retiring  in  1909. 

Mr.  Hild's  genial  and  kindly  nature, 
his  wonderful  memory  and  knowledge  of 
books  and  their  contents,  and  his  great 
fund  of  information  on  all  current  topics, 
were  of  great  value  and  service  to  the  li- 
brary and  its  patrons  during  his  many 
years  of  service. 

His  most  unusual  gift  of  knowing 
books  and  authors  was  the  prime  factor 
in  the  upbuilding  of  the  book  collection  of 
the  Chicago  Public  Library.  During  his 
term  as  librarian  the  number  of  volumes 
in  the  library  tripled,  and  it  may  be  well 
said  that  the  selection  of  a  quarter  of  a 
million  books  was  his  great  personal 
work. 

Frederick  H.  Hild  gave  the  best  years 
of  his  life  to  the  betterment  of  the  Public 
Library  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  He  was 
a  faithful  public  servant,  highminded,  of 
absolute  integrity  and  a  character  beyond 
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reproach.      His  death  is  mourned  by  all 
who  knew  him. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  testifies  to  his  character  as 
a  man,  a  public  official  and  a  citizen,  and 
extends  its  deepest  sympathies  to  his  be- 
reaved mother  and  brothers.

Gentlemen:  —  Included  in  numerous 
changes  which  have  been  directed  by  act 
of  Congress  bearing  on  the  issuance  and 
distribution  of  public  documents  is  one 
which  vitally  affects  this  Library's  collec- 
tion of  patents.  The  monthly  edition  of 
Specifications  and  Drawings  of  Patents 
was  discontinued  from  and  after  June, 
1912.  After  considerable  correspondence 
this  Library's  file  has  been  completed  up 
to  and  including  that  date.  The  only 
publications  relating  to  United  States 
patents  issued  since  June,  1912,  are  the 
Official  Gazette  and  the  full-sized  copies 
of  Specifications  and  Drawings.  In  order 
that  libraries  desiring  to  have  the  com- 
plete set  of  copies  in  continuation  of  the 
monthly  edition  may  be  in  a  position  to 
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do  so,  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  has 
directed  that  a  set  of  full-sized  specifica- 
tions and  drawings  issued  from  July  i  to 
December  31,  1912,  be  furnished  for 
$25.00,  and  that  such  specifications  and 
drawings  be  furnished  thereafter  for  the 
sum  of  $50.00  per  annum,  payable  in  ad- 
vance. It  is,  of  course,  important  that 
the  Chicago  Public  Library,  which  pos- 
sesses a  collection  of  patent  reports  sec- 
ond to  none  in  the  country  and  which 
caters  to  a  constituency  of  great  indus- 
trial interests,  should  continue  to  keep  up 
this  department  to  the  point  of  greatest 
efficiency  and  completeness.  If  it  is 
found  impossible  to  secure,  as  heretofore, 
from  the  government  contributions  of 
these  publications  without  charge,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  necessary  sum  be 
appropriated  for  their  purchase  under  the 
rulings  of  the  Commissioner  of.  Patents, 
supplementing  to  date  the  drawings  and 
specifications  now  in  the  Library  for  the 
period  terminating  in  June  of  1912. 
This  will  involve  not  only  the  subscrip- 
tion required  by  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  but 
also  the  binding  of  the  loose  sheets  into 
suitable  volumes,  which  it  is  estimated 
will  cost  about  two  hundred  dollars  ad- 
ditional to  the  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars  needed  for  the  subscription 
mentioned  above. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  European 
war  a  number  of  journals  published 
abroad,  especially  French  and  Belgian, 
have  been  received  irregularly.  Our  agents 
advise  us  that  they  are  making  special  ef- 
forts to  secure  shipments  and  that  service 
has  been  started  recently  via  Holland  and 
Italy.  It  is  customary  at  this  time  of 
year  to  send  subscriptions  for  foreign 
periodicals.  In  view  of  the  disturbed 
condition  of  affairs  it  does  not  seem  ad- 
visable to  enter  into  new  relationships 
that  might  add  to  the  confusion  and  non- 
receipt  of  periodicals.  We,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend that  the  Librarian  be  given  au- 
thority to  extend  for  one  year  the  arrange- 


ments now  effective  with  reference  to  sub- 
scriptions for  foreign  periodicals  and 
newspapers.

As  a  result,  most  of  the  branches 
find  themselves  understaffed.  If  the  ex- 
perience of  the  Library  for  many  years 
past  is  repeated,  this  is  but  the  beginning 
of  the  busiest  season  of  the  Library  year, 
which  is  likely  to  continue  until  the  mid- 
dle of  April.  The  services  of  the  train- 
ing class  are  being  utilized  during  the 
afternoons.  It  is  recommended  that  in

Gentlemen: — The  need  has  become  in- 
creasingly evident  for  some  one  to  be  at- 
tached to  the  Branches  Division  to  attend 
to  small  repair  jobs  and  other  incidental 
jobs  as  they  arise  in  the  thirty-two 
branches  which  the  Library  is  now  main- 
taining. At  irregular  but  frequent  inter- 
vals urgent  need  arises  for  immediate  at- 
tention to  wants  which  cannot  be  an- 
ticipated. Inasmuch  as  every  year,  in 
order  to  care  for  the  vacation  schedule,  a 
special  janitor  is  appointed  for  a  period 
of  approximately  three  months  at  the 
main  building  and  six  weeks  at  the  two 
branches,  where  regular  janitors  are  em- 
ployed, it  would  seem  advisable  to  care 
for  this  supply  and  at  the  same  time  to 
have  on  duty  regularly,  as  needed,  an 
additional  member  of  the  janitors'  force, 
whose  time  could  be  profitably  employed 
in  the  main  building  when  not  required  at 
the  branches.  Your  Committee  on  Li- 
brary recommends  that  the  Administra- 
tion Committee  be  authorized  to  make 
such  appointment  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends 
the  remission  of  charges  for  damage  by 
fire  to  a  book  borrowed  by  Gus  Jablonske, 
745  N.  Keith  street — Lang's  Gray  Fairy 
Book — the  circumstances  attending  the 
injury  to  the  volume  warranting  such 
action.

Gentlemen: — Various  resolutions  and 
petitions  relative  to  the  transfer  of  the 
Lawndale  Branch  from  its  location  at 
Millard  avenue  and  Twenty- second  street 
to  quarters  about  a  mile  distant  were  re- 
ferred to  your  Committee  on  Library  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  following 
the  presentation  of  verbal  statements 
from  residents  of  that  district.  Concern- 
ing these  your  Committee  would  report 
as  follows,  summarizing  the  facts  which 
are  known  to  the  Board  and  upon  which 
their  action  was  based  : 

The  closing  of  the  Lawndale  Branch, 
something  more  than  a  month  ago,  was 
due  to  conditions  which  not  only  inter- 
fered with  the  library  service  rendered  to 
the  district,  but  which  threatened  the 
safety  of  the  girls  and  young  women 
using  the  branch.  For  a  long  time  past 
the  branch  librarian  had  endured  without 


complaint  physical  discomforts  of  all  sorts, 
which  need  not  be  enumerated  here.  To 
these  were  added  latterly  many  annoy- 
ances growing  out  of  the  turbulent  ac- 
tions of  a  gang  of  hoodlums  who  congre- 
gated in  the  dark  places  of  the  premises, 
and  particularly  on  the  outside  of  the 
building,  where  they  were  subject  to  no 
control,  and  where  they  were  enabled  to 
carry  on  their  unpleasant  behavior  at 
night  because  the  place  was  practically 
unlighted.  Threats  of  violence  made  to 
the  attendants  and  gross  indignities  to 
which  they  were  otherwise  subjected  were 
borne  patiently  in  the  hope  that  a  change 
of  conditions  could  be  brought  about, 
not  only  near  the  premises,  but  in  the 
parkway,  which,  being  practically  un- 
lighted at  night,  gave  to  the  gangs  gath- 
ered there  encouragement  and  oppor- 
tunity. When,  however,  it  seemed  likely 
that  these  disturbances  would  assume  a 
more  serious  turn  and  would  endanger 
the  young  girls  and  women  who  had  to 
pass  through  this  unilluminated  district 
from  the  street  to  the  center  of  the  park- 
way, it  became  evident  that  failure  to 
properly  safeguard  the  entire  premises 
would  not  only  justify  the  closing  of  the 
branch,  but  would  leave  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors no  other  alternative.  For  a  period 
of  more  than  a  year  repeated  attempts 
were  made  to  induce  the  West  Park 
Board  and  the  Special  Park  Commission 
to  undertake  the  proper  lighting  of  the 
place,  but  with  unsatisfactory  results. 
Similarly,  for  a  long  period  back  the 
police  force  were  requested  on  numerous 
occasions  to  furnish  adequate  protection. 
Although  they  expressed  desire  to  meet 
these  wishes,  it  proved  impossible  to  se- 
cure continued  attendance  of  a  patrolman 
during  the  evening  hours.  While  a  police 
officer  usually  called  once  during  the 
evening  at  the  branch,  his  presence  was 
limited  to  a  few  minutes,  and  hostile 
demonstrations  ceased  only  during  the 
limited  time  he  was  on  the  grounds.  Im- 
mediately upon  his  departure  there  was  a 
renewal  of  their  rudeness  and  disturbing 
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tactics.  Having,  therefore,  attempted  to 
cope  with  conditions  beyond  their  own 
control,  the  Library  Board  concluded — 
not  in  a  hasty  or  ill-advised  manner, 
but  after  having  -made  every  effort  to 
remedy  conditions  by  invoking  the  aid 
and  co-operation  of  the  other  public  au- 
thorities herein  mentioned — that  they 
would  not  be  justified  to  keep  the  library 
open. 

While  your  Committee  sympathizes 
deeply  with  the  sense  of  loss  expressed 
by  the  citizens  of  Lawndale  who  made 
up  the  delegation  that  appeared  before 
your  body,  and  while  they  would  be  glad 
were  it  possible  to  restore  the  branch  li- 
brary under  proper  conditions,  they  are 
unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  circum- 
stances have  not  altered,  and  that  irre- 
spective of  all  financial  considerations 
that  now  apply,  they  would  not  be  justi- 
fied in  the  renewed  occupancy  of  the 
premises  recently  abandoned.  To  do  so 
would  be  to  invite  a  repetition  of  what 
has  transpired  and  to  make  possible  hap- 
penings that  would  shock  the  community 
and  would  render  the  members  of  this 
Board  culpable.  Until,  therefore,  steps 
can  be  taken  with  absolute  certainty  of 
remedying  the  conditions  enumerated,  it 
is  the  positive  judgment  of  your  Com- 
mittee that  the  Lawndale  Branch  should 
not  be  reopened.  Nor  would  it  be  possible 
to  re-establish  the  branch  at  this  time, 
even  were  it  possible  to  remedy  the  con- 
ditions, because  there  are  no  funds  left 
with  which  to  maintain  it. 

The  implication  of  the  chairman  of  the 
delegation  that  political  or  racial  consid- 
erations had  determined  the  conclusion  of 
the  Board  in  this  matter  was  as  uncalled 
for  as  it  was  baseless.  Your  Committee 
takes  this  opportunity  to  reaffirm  the  posi- 
tion, which  the  Board  of  Directors  has 
always  maintained,  that  neither  personal 
pressure  nor  political  considerations  shall 
affect  their  determination  of  matters  com- 
ing before  them.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEES. 

Director  Henius,  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  of  progress, 
which  was  received  and  ordered  pub- 
lished. 
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To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  has  been  en- 
trusted preliminary  steps  to  bring  about 
legislation  for  the  relief  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library,  submits  herewith  a  re- 
port of  progress. 

With  a  view  to  making  available  to  the 
public  accurate  and  full  information  con- 
cerning the  actual  needs  of  the  Library, 
your  Committee  prepared  a  statement 
giving  facts  and  figures  bearing  on  the 
situation,  and  illustrating  the  relative  po- 
sition occupied  by  the  Library  by  means 
of  charts  and  a  map  showing  the  group- 
ing of  the  branch  libraries.  Ten  thou- 
sand copies  of  a  folder  comprising  this 
information  have  been  issued,  and  these, 
accompanied  by  a  letter  calling  special 
attention  to  the  importance  of  the  subject 
matter,  have  been  sent  to  members  of 
the  Legislature  representing  Cook  county, 
members  of  the  City  Council,  city  offi- 
cials, the  local  press  and  leading  citizens 
belonging  to  commercial  and  civic  organ- 
izations. 

By  special  appointment  your  Commit- 
tee secured  an  interview  with  Mayor 
Carter  H.  Harrison,  submitted  to  him 
the  facts  bearing  on  the  case,  together 
with  the  steps  which  have  been  taken  to 
bring  the  matter  before  the  present  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  for  their  consider- 
ation, and  obtained  from  him  assurances 
of  his  cordial  approval  and  support.  Your 
Committee  visited  the  representatives  of 
the  local  daily  newspapers,  and  called  at- 
tention to  the  needs  of  the  Library  in  or- 
der to  effectively  reach  all  sections  and 
elements  of  the  community.  Numerous 
articles,  sympathetic  in  tone  and  informa- 
tive as  to  facts,  have  appeared  both  in 
the  editorial  and  news  columns  as  a  re- 
sult of  this  series  of  visits,  and  other  ar- 
ticles are  to  follow. 

To  give  the  widest  publicity  to  the  ef- 
forts which  your  Committee  is  making  in 
this  direction,  an  additional  edition  of 


50,000  copies  of  the  folder  will  be  issued 
for  distribution  among  the  adult  patrons  of 
the  Library  through  the  circulation  divi- 
sion of  the  main  building  and  the 
branches. 

The  proposed  Legislation  is  embodied 
in  a  bill  which  aims  to  amend  the  gen- 
eral library  law  of  the  state.  It  has  been 
drawn  up  and  approved  by  a  committee 
of  the  Illinois  Library  Association,  and 
bears  the  endorsement,  not  only  of  that 
organization,  but  also  of  the  Library 
Trustees  Association  of  Illinois.  A  copy 
of  the  bill  accompanies  this  report,  to- 
gether with  extracts  from  the  Chicago 
press  bearing  on  the  situation,  and  also  a 
copy  of  the  folder  which  has  been  dis- 
tributed and  which  it  is  proposed  to  issue 
in  an  enlarged  edition  for  additional  cir- 
culation.

The  following  is  the  bill: — 

An  Act  to  amend  Section  i  and  5  of 
an  Act  entitled,  "An  act  to  authorize 
cities,  incorporated  towns  and  townships 
to  establish  and  maintain  free  public  li- 
braries and  reading  rooms,"  approved 
and  in  force  March  7,  1872,  as  amended 
by  subsequent  acts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  represented  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  That  Sections  i  and  5  of 
"An  Act  to  authorize  cities,  incorporated 
towns  and  townships  to  establish  and 
maintain  free  public  libraries  and  reading 
rooms,"  approved  and  in  force  March  7, 
1872,  as  amended  by  subsequent  acts,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  CITY  MAY  ESTABLISH — 
TAX — FUND,  ETC.  That  the  city  coun- 
cil of  each  incorporated  city,  whether  or- 
ganized under  general  law  or  special  char- 
ter, shall  have  power  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  public  library  and  reading 
room  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhab- 
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itants  of  such  city,  and  may  levy  a  tax  of 
not  to  exceed  two  mills  on  the  dollar  an- 
nually on  all  the  taxable  property  in  the 
city :  Provided,  that  in  cities  of  over  one 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants  after  the 
year  1896,  such  tax  shall  not  exceed  one 
mill  on  the  dollar  annually,  such  tax  to 
be  levied  and  collected  in  like  manner 
with  the  general  taxes  of  said  city,  and  to 
be  known  as  a  library  fund:  Provided, 
that  said  annual  library  tax  in  cities  of 
over  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants  shall  not 
be  included  in  the  aggregate  amount  of 
taxes  as  limited  by  section  one  (i)  of  ar- 
ticle eight  (8)  of  "An  Act  for  the  incor- 
poration of  cities  and  villages,"  approved 
April  10,  1872,  and  the  amendatory  Acts 
thereto,  or  by  any  provision  of  any  special 
charter  under  which  any  city  in  this  state 
is  now  organized. 

Section  5.     ORGANIZATION — POWER 
OF  DIRECTORS — FUNDS. 

Said  directors  shall,  immediately  after 
appointment,  meet  and  organize  by  the 
election  of  one  of  their  number  president, 
and  by  the  election  of  such  other  officers 
as  they  may  deem  necessary.  They  shall 
make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  own  guidance  and 
for  the  government  of  the  library  and 
reading  room  as  may  be  expedient,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act.  They  shall 
have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  all  moneys  collected  to  the  credit 
of  the  library  fund,  and  of  the  construc- 
tion of  any  library  building,  and  of  the 
supervision,  care  and  custody  of  the 
grounds,  rooms  or  buildings  constructed, 
leased  or  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of 
such  public  library,  annually  and  at  least 
three  weeks  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
annual  tax  levy  ordinance  by  any  such 
city,  incorporated  town  or  township  to 
make  written  recommendation  to  the  of- 
ficers of  such  city,  incorporated  town  or 
township  as  to  the  financial  require- 


ments of  any  such  public  library  and  the 
rate  of  tax  which  in  the  judgment  of 
said  directors  it  'will  be  necessary  to  levy 
for  library  purposes:  Provided,  that  all 
moneys  received  for  such  library  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  treasury  of  said  city  to 
the  credit  of  the  library  fund,  and  shall 
be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  other 
moneys  of  such  city,  and  drawn  upon  by 
the  proper  officers  of  said  library,  upon 
the  properly  authenticated  vouchers  of  the 
library  board.  Said  board  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  or  lease  grounds,  to 
occupy,  lease  or  erect  an  appropriate 
building  or  buildings  for  the  use  of  said 
library,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
suitable  librarian  and  necessary  assist- 
ants, and  fix  their  compensation,  and 
shall  also  have  power  to  remove  such 
appointees,  and  shall,  in  general,  carry 
out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  Act,  in 
establishing  and  maintaining  a  public 
library  and  reading  room. 

Director  Henius  presented  a  bill  from 
Fred  Klein  Company  amounting  to 
$151.75  for  printing  folders,  envelopes, 
etc.,  and  moved  that  the  bill  be  ordered 
paid.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration herewith  presents  its  esti- 
mates of  revenue  and  expenditure  for  the 
year  1915,  and  recommends  the  adoption 
of  the  same  as  the  budget  for  the  year 
beginning  January  I,  1915. 

In  making  up  these  figures,  your  Com- 
mittee was  confronted  with  the  problem 
of  making  the  available  revenue  for  1915, 
which  is  approximately  $26,000  less  than 
for  1914,  cover  estimated  expenditures  of 
$500,000,  an  increase  of  over  $90,000 
over  expenditures  for  1914. 

Itemized  estimates  were  received  from 
the  Committees  on  Library  and  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  showing  the  amounts 
needed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Li- 
brary coming  under  the  supervision  of 
these  committees,  and  while  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  estimates  were  made  with 
the  reduced  available  revenue  in  mind, 


your  Committee  on  Administration  was 
forced  to  reduce  still  further  in  order  to 
bring  the  total  expenditures  down  to  the 
estimated  receipts  for  the  year. 

Your  Committee  further  recom- 
mends:— 

That  the  sum  of  $9,000  from  the  cur- 
rent income  of  the  Kelly  fund  be  appro- 
priated for  the  maintenance  of  the  Kelly 
Branch  Library. 

That  the  sum  of  $8,500  from  the  Kelly 
fund  income  account  be  appropriated  for 
the  payment  of  rent  of  the  various  branch 
libraries  in  leased  quarters. 

That  the  estimated  available  funds  in 
the  remaining  Trust  fund  accounts  be 
apportioned  as  follows :

To  the  Chairman  and  Members, 
Committee  on  Administration. 

Gentlemen: — We  submit  herewith  an 
estimate  of  the  amounts  needed  for  book 
purchases  during  the  current  calendar 
year  to  provide  the  main  building,  the 
thirty-two  branches,  the  hundred  sta- 
tions, the  twenty  traveling  libraries, 
the  two-score  deposits  and  class  room 
collections.  The  total  amount  required 
is  $131,000.  This  sum  would  be 
about  sufficient  to  maintain  the  work  as 
now  carried  on  in  the  several  agencies 
enumerated,  to  replace  the  20,000  vol- 
umes annually  discarded  because  worn 
out,  and  to  care  for  the  increased  use 
shown  by  an  additional  issue  of  756,000 
volumes  during  the  past  twelve  months. 


It  does  not  contemplate  the  equipment 
of  a  single  branch  additional  to  those 
existing  now. 

While,  therefore,  the  sum  asked  for 
represents  conservatively  what  is  essen- 
tial for  present  purposes,  the  Library 
Committee  realizes  that  the  present 
cramped  condition  of  the  Library's  fi- 
nances will  not  permit  the  setting  aside  of 
the  full  amount  for  book  purchases.  If, 
however,  it  is  possible  to  continue  the  ap- 
propriation at  the  same  amount  as  last 
year,  $69,000,  when  provision  had  to  be 
made  for  seven  of  the  branches  for  part 
of  the  year  only,  the  Committee  will  en- 
deavor as  long  as  possible  to  carry  on 
the  work  without  absolutely  discontinu- 
ing any  of  the  distributing  agencies. 

In  addition  we  ask  for  $27,000  for  bind- 
ing, $7.500  for  periodicals  needed  in  the 
thirty-three  reading  rooms,  $2,500  for 
finding  lists,  82,500  for  postage,  $6,500 
for  printing  and  stationery,  $250  for  freight 
and  expressage,  and  $250  for  refunds, 
books  lost  and  paid  for.  Total  of  these 
items  is  approximately  the  same  as  al- 
lowed last  year,  the  item  of  binding  show- 
ing $2,000  more  and  finding  lists  $1,500 
less.

Gentlemen:  —  In  submitting  the  at- 
tached estimate  of  expenditures  for  the 
various  items  coming  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  this  committee  for  the  year 
1915,  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds  has  taken  into  consideration  the 
reduced  amount  of  available  revenue  for 
the  year  and  has  cut  its  estimates  to  the 
lowest  possible  figure.  The  majority  of 
the  estimates  submitted  are  practically 
fixed  charges  and  there  was  very  little 
chance  to  reduce  except  in  the  matter  of 
repairs  and  alterations,  and  in  the  amount 
estimated  for  delivery  stations,  miscel- 
laneous, which  includes  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  seven 
automobiles  owned  by  the  library. 

In  the  estimate  submitted  by  the  sta- 
tion department,  an  item  of  $1,800  was 
included  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a 
.  new  automobile  delivery  truck  to  replace 
one  of  the  old  automobiles  which  has 
been  in  use  over  ten  years.  Your  Com- 
mittee was  forced  to  strike  out  this  item, 
and  the  service  for  book  deliveries  will 
necessarily  be  impaired. 

In  the  figures  submitted  for  repairs 
and  improvements,  the  Committee  has 
been  forced  to  omit  several  items  for  im-

Director  Henius,  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  made  a  part  of  the 
records. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — Largely  as  the  result  of 
the  publicity  which  the  daily  press  has 
given  the  affairs  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library,  cordial  assurances  of  co-opera- 
tion in  efforts  at  relief  through  legislation 
have  reached  your  Ways  and  Means 


Committee  from  leading  business  men 
and  organizations.  Additional  copies  of 
the  folder,  recently  authorized,  have  been 
distributed  through  the  mails  and  other-, 
wise,  and  gratifying  responses  have  come 
in  the  form  of  letters  from  recipients 
expressing  willingness  to  assist  in  the 
campaign  for  needed  revenues.  Within 
a  week  50,000  of  the  folders  will  be 
distributed  through  the  circulation  de- 
partments of  the  main  library  and 
branches. 

One  of  the  regrettable  circumstances 
resulting  from  lack  of  funds  is  the  inabil- 
ity this  year  to  provide  books  in  foreign 
languages.  The  installation  of  the  open 
shelf  foreign  room  has  exhibited  strikingly 
the  incompleteness,  and  in  many  respects 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  foreign 
collections.  Some  sections  are  conspic- 
uous because  they  are  bare  of  books 
and  others  are  notable  only  because 
many  volumes  in  sets,  discarded  and 
never  replaced,  serve  merely  to  disap- 
point readers  who  are  unable  to  finish 
what  they  begin,  or  find  merely  the  con- 
cluding volumes  without  opportunity  to 
read  or  consult  the  first  volumes.  Some 
languages,  for  which  a  considerable 
demand  has  been  shown,  are  entirely 
unrepresented. 

Leaving  out  of  consideration  the  desir- 
ability of  furnishing  to  the  large  foreign 
population  of  Chicago  books  in  their 
own  tongues,  undeniably  a  library  of 
major  importance  ought  to  have  on  its 
shelves  the  great  literature  of  the  world 
in  its  original  form.  The  culture  value 
of  such  a  possession  needs  no  argument 
in  justification.  The  fact  that  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library  is  also  a  popular 
library  for  all  the  people  of  Chicago,  as 
well  as  the  only  educational  instrument 
available  to  many  thousands  of  the  com- 
munity, likewise  warrants  large  attention 
to  the  needs  of  the  foreign  born.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  many  thousands  of 
them  are  eager  to  read  in  their  own  lan- 
guage because  unfamiliar  with  any  other 
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books  that  deal  with  American  institu- 
tions, American  ideals,  and  American 
customs.  Such  a  desire  should  not  re- 
main unsatisfied.  Rightly  directed,  the 
native  strength  and  qualities  of  our 
foreign  born  citizens  will  bring  a  splendid 
contribution  in  the  making  of  a  virile 
citizenship.  Frequently  they  are  mis- 
jnderstood,  and  frequently  they  mis- 
understand. The  problem  is  one  of 
sducation.  Here  perhaps,  the  library 

lay  render  the  most  distinct  service,  in 
that  it  can  bring  to  them  in  their  own 
tongues  the  ideals  and  the  underlying 

principles  of  life  and  custom  in"  their 
adopted  country;  and  through  their 
children,  as  they  swarm  into  the  chil- 
dren's rooms,  is  established  a  point  of 
contact  which  no  other  agency  could  so 
effectually  provide. 

Under  the  repressive  measures  of  old 
world  governments,  the  racial  culture  and 
national  spirit  of  Poles,  Lithuanians, 

rinns,  Balkan  Slavs  and  Russian  Jews 
lave  been  stunted.  Here  both  are 

/armed  into  life  and  renewed  vigor,  and 
in  generous  measure  are  given  back  to 
the  land  of  their  adoption.  Such  racial 
contribution  must  prove  of  enormous 
I'alue,  whether,  as  many  sociologists 

*lieve,    this  country  is  to  prove  a  great 

lelting  pot  for  the  fusing  of  many  races, 
jr  whether  as  Dr.  Zhitlowsky  contends, 
there  is  to  be  one  country,  one  set  of 

iws,  one  speech,  but  a  vast  variety  of 
national  cultures,  contributing  each  its 
due  share  to  the  enrichment  of  the  com- 

lon  stock. 
It  is  interesting  in  this  connection  to 

lote  that  out  of  a  total  of  882,516  mi- 

lors  enumerated  in  the  last  school  census 

jf  Chicago,  only  278,461  were  children 
American-born  fathers.  According 
to  the  last  federal  census  there  were 
resident  in  Chicago  at  that  time  1,693,918 
white  persons  of  foreign  birth  or  parent- 


age. While  practically  all  the  children 
embraced  in  these  groups  prefer  to  read 
books  in  English,  and  seldom  take  books 
in  other  languages  from  the  library  ex- 
cept for  the  use  of  their  parents,  there 
are  thousands  of  adult  men  and  women 
whose  familiarity  with  the  language  of 
the  country  is  so  limited  that  they  would 
be  unable  to  use  the  library  if  books  in 
their  own  tongues  were  not  provided. 

From  the  report  of  the  Administration 
Committee  it  will  be  seen  that  it  will  be 
impossible  this  year  to  provide  all  the 
books  needed  in  the  English  language, 
and  it  is  therefore  evident  that  purchase 
of  books  in  foreign  languages  is  wholly 
out  of  the  question  for  the  time  being. 
Your  Committee,  therefore,  would  place 
renewed  emphasis  upon  the  absolute 
necessity  for  securing  more  funds  than 
are  now  at  the  disposal  of  this  Board,  if 
the  work  of  this  library  in  its  large  and 
important  features  is  to  be  continued  and 
strengthened.

Gentlemen: — Every  public  library  is 
confronted  with  the  problem  of  meeting 
the  extraordinary  demand  for  the  popular 
books  of  the  day  at  the  time  that  they 
are  first  issued  and  attract  attention  by 
reason  of  comment  in  the  periodical  press 
and  in  newspapers.  At  the  end  of  six 
months  or  a  year  the  call  for  many  of 
these  titles  has  almost  ceased.  It  is,  of 
course,  impossible  for  any  library  to  sup- 
ply a  sufficient  number  of  copies  during 
this  period  of  popularity  to  satisfy  all 
patrons.  While  it  is  questionable  whether, 
even  with  a  large  book  fund,  a  library  is 
justified  in  duplicating  copies  of  the 
ephemeral  books  of  the  day  to  any  con- 
siderable degree,  there  is  no  question 
that  with  a  meager  allowance  for  the 
purchase  of  books  the  volumes  of  more 
permanent  value  cannot  be  provided  if 
the  books  of  the  class  mentioned  are  pur- 
chased in  any  considerable  quantity. 

The  problem  of  a  depleted  book  treas- 
ury and  an  insistent  demand  for  books 
unprocurable  because  of  the  shortage  of 
funds  just  now  confronts  the  Chicago 
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'ublic  Library.      In  this  emergency  your 
.ibrary  Committee  suggests,  experiment- 
illy,    the   inclusion   in   the  main    library 
md   in  such   branches  as  the  Librarian 
lay  designate,  of  a  rental  collection  com- 
prising  duplicates   of   the  more  popular 
titles  subject  to  the  following  conditions 
if  loan  and  use  : 

(1)  No   title   to   be   included   in   the 
•ental  collection  which  is  not  represented 
»y  free  copies  in  the  main  library  and  in 
:he  branches. 

(2)  All  copies  of  such  rental  volumes 
hose    initial    cost   is   met   from   rental 

iources  to  be  transferred  to  the  regular 
shelves  of  the  library  and  its  branches 
md  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as 
ipply  to  regular  purchases. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  brief  state- 
ment that  the  rights  of  any  patron  of  the 
library  will  not  be  abridged  in  any  man- 
ner by  acquiring  the  rental  collection 
such  as  proposed.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 

K'le  copies  which  will  be  included  in  the 
;ntal  collection  would  not  otherwise  be 
i  the  library  at  all,  and  at  the  termina- 
on    of  a  reasonable  period  of  service, 
veraging  probably  not  to  exceed  ninety 
ays,   all  these  copies  will  be  added  to 
tne  general  collection  without  rental  re- 
quirement,  and  to  that  extent  that  num- 
:r  of  copies  will  be  added  to  the  supply 


which  would  ordinarily  be  at  the  disposal 
of  the  public.  This  method  of  meeting 
the  demand  of  the  day  will  also  serve  to 
regulate  the  quota  of  purchases  absolutely 
according  to  demand,  and  additional 
copies  may  be  placed  in  the  rental  col- 
lection if  the  use  thereof  warrants.

MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  has  learned  with  regret  of 
the  death  of  Zenophile  P.  Brosseau,  who 
served  the  city  as  a  member  of  the  Li- 
brary Board  for  almost  ten  years. 


Mr.  Brosseau  was  chairman  of  t,he 
Committees  on  Library  and  Finance,  and 
also  served  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Administration  and  Buildings  and 
Grounds. 

Mr.  Brosseau  was  elected  president  of 
the  Board  in  July,  1905.  He  was  a  dele- 
gate, representing  the  Library  Board,  to 
the  Charter  Convention  of  1905. 

Mr.  Brosseau  was  a  man  of  scholarly 
attainments,  of  broad  experience  and 
marked  literary  ability.  His  services  as 
chairman  of  the  Library  Committee,  and 
as  a  member  of  the  Buildings  and 
Grounds  Committee,  especially  during 
the  period  of  construction  of  the  library 
building,  were  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Mr.  Brosseau's  interest  in  the  library 
continued  after  leaving  the  Board,  and 
his  counsel  and  advice,  especially  in  mat- 
ters relating  to  French  literature,  were 
frequently  used  in  subsequent  years. 

In  his  death  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary has  lost  a  valued  friend  and  Chi- 
cago a  worthy  citizen. 

As  a  mark  of  appreciation  of  the  life 
and  services  of  Zenophile  P.  Brosseau, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  sympathy  of  the 
Board  be  extended  to  the  bereaved  family, 
and  be  it  further

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means,  in  answer  to  the 
invitation  of  the  Hon.  Thomas  N.  Gor- 
man, Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Municipalities  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, Springfield,  to  appear  before 
that  committee  Wednesday,  April  28th 
inst.,  at  a  hearing  on  the  so-called  Park 
Consolidation  Bill,  recommends  that  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  be  dele- 
gated to  represent  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  the  hearing. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  House  Bill  No.  162,  known 
as  the  Park  Consolidation  Bill,  now 
pending  before  the  General  Assembly  at 
Springfield,  removes  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  from  the  provisions  of  An  Act  to 
authorize  cities,  incorporated  towns  and 
townships  to  establish  and  maintain  free 
public  libraries  and  reading  rooms,  and 

Whereas,  No  definite  tax  rate  is  pro- 
vided in  said  bill  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  said  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary, and 

Whereas,  The  Chicago  Public  Library 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  educational 
system  of  the  city  is  worthy  of  the  same 
consideration  shown  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and 

Whereas,  The  Board -of  Directors  of 
the  Chicago  Public  Library  interpose  no 
objection  to  the  general  principle  of  con- 
solidation, 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  respectfully  asks  that  amendments 
be  made  to  House  Bill  No.  162,  which 
will  prevent  any  curtailment  of  present 
activities  or  insecurity  as  to  policies  which 
time  and  experience  have  proved  wise 
and  fruitful,  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  if  it  is 
concluded  to  retain  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  in  the  act  of  consolidation,  the 
Board  urges  that  regardless  of  the  form 
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of  management  which  may  be  determined 
upon  finally,  that  the  measure  of  support 
for  the  Public  Library  shall  be  safe- 
guarded by  fixing  a  definite  minimum 
percentage  of  funds  available,  which  shall 
not  be  applied  to  any  purpose  except  that 
of  library  maintenance,  and  as  expressed 
in  a  communication  to  the  Charter  Com- 
mission of  the  City  Council,  this  rate  for 
library  purposes  should  be  not  less  than 
seven-tenths  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar  of  the 
assessed  valuation.

Chicago  Public  Library, 
Gentlemen: — In  reporting  the  list  of 
employes  with  salary  recommendations, 
as  is  customary  annually  during  the  month 
of  April,  your  Committee  on  Administra- 
tion has  borne  in  mind  the  cramped  con- 
dition of  available  funds.  A  number  of 
competent  and  faithful  employe's  who 
merit  recognition  are  therefore  rated  at 
the  same  salaries  as  for  the  previous  year. 
The  sum  apportioned  in  January  for  the 


year's  payroll  will  barely  suffice  to  meet 
required  salaries,  including  the  automatic 
increases,  which  are  based  on  efficiency. 
The  list  which  is  subjoined  comprises  all 
certified  employe's  and  does  not  include 
temporary  and  sixty-day  employe's,  who 
are  not  subject  to  the  salary  regulations 
applicable  to  the  members  of  the  regular 
staff. 

With  a  view  to  unifying  the  service  of 
the  Library  in  all  its  branches,  your  Com- 
mittee further  recommends  modifications 
in  the  schedules,  classification  and  general 
rules  pertaining  to  the  Library  and  re- 
lated service  as  follows: 

Members  of  the  Evening  and  Holiday 
staff  shall  be  rated  as  to  salary  on  the 
same  basis  as  now  applies  to  the  day 
classified  service,  proportioned  to  corre- 
spond to  the  time  embraced  in  the  weekly 
schedule  of  hours,  with  one- fifth  special 
added  allowance  for  night  and  holiday 
service.  On  this  basis,  with  a  schedule 
of  twenty-seven  hours  weekly,  the  salary 
rate  shall  be  four- fifths  of  the  salary  fixed 
in  Grades  I,  II,  III  and  IV  for  corre- 
sponding day  service.  The  above  change 
shall  go  into  effect  beginning  June  26, 
1915. 

Automatic  increases  for  pages  shall  be 
subject  to  an  efficiency  average  rating  of 
78,  as  follows: 

Page — Group  D,  $300 ;  Group  C  (at 
least  six  months'  service  in  lower  group), 
$360;  Group  B  (at  least  six  months' 
service  in  next  lower  group),  $420; 
Group  A  (at  least  one  year's  service  in 
next  lower  group),  $480. 

From  and  after  April  26,  1915,  effi- 
ciency rating  for  members  of  the  Library 
staff  required  for  automatic  increase  of 
salary  shall  not  be  less  than  an  average  of 
78  for  the  six  months  prior  to  such  auto- 
matic increase.

Director  Henius,  Chairman  of  the  Spe- 
cial Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
reported,  informally,  that  Senate  Bill  No.

The  Librarian  presented  the  statistical 
report  for  the  month  of  April,  1915, 


which    was  received    and    ordered    pub- 
lished. 

He,  also,  presented  the  following 
memorandum : 

In  1885  the  musical  library  of  the 
Beethoven  Society,  a  local  choral  organi- 
zation, was  presented  to  the  Chicago 
Public  Library.  In  1890  the  collection 
was  transferred,  with  the  consent  of  all 
parties,  to  the  Newberry  Library.  It 
consists  in  all  of  566  pieces,  including  in 
some  cases  many  copies  of  the  same 
work.  Since  the  opening  of  our  music 
room  it  has  occurred  to  some  former 
members  of  the  Beethoven  Society,  which 
is  now  disbanded,  that  these  volumes  of 
classical  choral  music  would  be  of  more 
use  if  made  a  part  of  our  music  collec- 
tion so  that  they  could  be  borrowed  by 
musical  societies  under  our  rules.  In- 
quiry at  the  Newberry  Library  brought 
the  reply  from  the  Librarian  that  that 
Library  would  be  satisfied  to  keep  one 
copy  of  each  work  for  its  own  shelves 
and  that  he  could  see  no  reason  why  the 
duplicates,  consisting  of  319  volumes, 
should  not  be  returned  to  the  Public 
Library,  and  that  he  would  be  pleased  to 
make  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Newberry  Library  to 
that  effect,  if  the  Public  Library  should 
address  him  officially  on  the  subject. 

Director  Despres  moved  that  the  Secre- 
tary be  authorized  to  make  an  official 
request  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Newberry  Library  for  the  transfer  of  the 
319  volumes  referred  to.

Director  Henius  stated  that  he  intended 
to  sail  for  Europe  next  week  and  would 
be  absent  'from  the  city  for  three  months, 
and  requested  that  the  Board  grant  him 
a  leave  of  absence  for  that  length  of 
time.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — As  a  result  of  the  strike 
inaugurated    today   on    the    surface   car 
lines   and    on    the   elevated    roads,    your 
Zommittee  on   Administration  has  been 
luch    concerned    with    regard     to     the 
jranch   librarians   and   library  assistants 
smployed  in  the  outside  agencies.     It  is 
pleasure  to  report  that  despite  difficul- 
ties,   discouragements  and    physical   dis- 
jmforts  nearly  all  members  of  the  staff 


reported  for  duty  at  their  respective  sta- 
tions, although  a  considerable  number 
could  do  so  only  by  walking  from  four  to 
six  miles  to  reach  their  posts.  In  a  num- 
ber of  cases  extra  financial  cost  was  in- 
volved to  secure  transportation  facilities. 
Owing  to  the  distances  which  many  of 
the  branch  library  assistants  are  required 
to  traverse  to  reach  their  posts,  a  pro- 
visional order  was  issued  closing  the 
branches  at  7  :oo  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
and  we  recommend  that  the  Librarian  be 
authorized  to  continue  this  arrangement 
or  such  modification  of  it  as  seems  ad- 
visable, dependent  upon  circumstances. 
Authority  is  further  requested  to  close  all 
departments  of  the  main  building  at  8  :jo 
p.  m.  In  order  that  provision  may  be 
made  for  such  of  the  employe's  as  are  cut 
off  from  service  through  the  steam  rail- 
roads, a  new  schedule  has  been  worked 
out  for  the  automobile  trucks,  whereby 
practically  half  a  hundred  of  employe's  so 
circumstanced  can  be  accommodated  by 
gathering  at  7  145  a.  m.  at  the  following 
points : 

Madison  street  and  Crawford  avenue ; 
Ogden  and  Crawford  avenues ;  North 
and  Crawford  avenues ;  Milwaukee  and 
Crawford  avenues;  and  Broadway  and 
Lawrence  avenue. 

Of  course  this  arrangement  will  con- 
venience only  those  members  of  the  staff 
who  are  employed  at  the  Main  Library. 
With  reference  to  the  branch  librarians 
and  their  assistants,  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  temporary  transfers  where 
these  could  be  planned  advantageously, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  as  other  transporta- 
tion facilities  are  evolved  normal  condi- 
tions may  be  resumed  at  an  early  date. 
The  willingness  of  the  employe's  to  adjust 
themselves  to  conditions  at  personal  sac- 
rifice and  discomfort  has  been  general 
and  cordial,  and  your  Committee  is  glad 
to  make  this  record  of  their  praiseworthy 
attitude  in  this  emergency.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  begs  leave  to  report  on 
the  following  matters  in  its  hands : 

1.  That  a  contract  for  supplying  coal 
to  the  main  library  building  be  awarded 
to    Pottinger-Flynn    Coal    Company    in 
accordance   with    their    proposal   as   re- 
ported upon  by  your  Committee  May  24, 
1915.     In  accordance  with  the  directions 
of  the  Board  the  awarding  of  this  con- 
tract was  held   over,  pending   a   test  of 
coal    supplied    by  Pottinger-Flynn    Coal 
Company   in    reference    to    smoke    pro- 
duced.    From  inquiry  among  a  number 
of  large  buildings  in  the  city  using  this 
company's   coal   and   the  report   of   our 
chief   engineer   this    recommendation    is 
made   in    accordance    with    the    recom- 
mendation of  Krehbiel  Company,  analyz- 
ing engineers. 

2.  That  the   contract  for   supplying 
hard   coal   to    the   various    branches   be 
awarded  to  the  Consumers  Company  on 
their  bid  of  $7.35  per  ton  for  small  egg 
and  $6.25   per  ton   for  No.  2  chestnut, 
with  25  cents  per  ton  additional  when  de- 
livered in  bags. 

3.  In  reference  to  the  request  for  in- 
creased  facilities  in  the  comfort   station 
for  men  being  installed  at  the  corner  of 
Garland  court  and  Randolph  street,  the 
Chairman  of  your  Committee   conferred 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  the  City  Architect  in  regard   to  this 
matter  and  they  report  that  it  is  not  pos- 
sible  to    increase    the    facilities   in   that 
station. 

Your  Committee  would  also  report,  in 
connection  with  the  installation  of  the 
comfort  stations,  that  another  conference 
was  held  with  the  City  Officials  relative 
to  power  and  hot  water  needed  and  a  let- 
ter was  received  from  the  Commissioner 


of  Public  Works,  which  letter  is  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Board  agree  to  furnish  the  necessary 
steam  for  heating  and  for  hot  water  at 
the  proposed  price  of  30  cents  per  thou- 
sand pounds  of  condensation. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends 
that  the  Board  request  the  City  to  under- 
take the  maintenance  and  care  of  the 
stations  when  completed,  subject  to  such 
police  and  sanitary  requirements  as 
this  Board  may  demand.

"Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  your  letter 
of  the  7th  inst.  requesting  a  detail  state- 
ment of  the  facilities  the  Public  Library 
plant  may  furnish  the  comfort  stations 
for  convenient  operation  and  the  compen- 
sation to  be  provided  therefor,  we  would 
reply  as  follows : 

"We  are  depending  on  the  Public  Li- 
brary to  furnish  only  one  item — the  steam 
for  heating  the  comfort  stations  and  for 
heating  the  water  used  in  the  stations. 
The  steam  is  piped  direct  from  the  boilers 
and  the  condensation  returned  to  the 
plant,  all  as  understood  and  approved  by 
your  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Reitz,  as  far  as 
the  plant  is  concerned,  and  all  as  covered 
by  the  specifications  you  now  have. 

"Regarding  a  basis  of  payment  for 
this  service,  this  can  be  taken  up  and 
provided  for  by  the  City  Council.  We 
have  provided  measuring  or  metering 
traps  in  each  comfort  station  by  which  an 
accurate  record  may  be  kept  of  all  steam 
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used  by  keeping  track  of  the  condensa- 
tion returned  to  the  Public  Library  plant. 
This  metering  is  accurate  and  may  be 
tested  and  checked  by  your  representative 
at  any  time  desired.  We  estimate  that 
your  cost  for  providing  this  steam  is,  at 
an  outside  estimate,  thirty  cents  (30  c.) 
per  1,000  pounds  of  condensation  re- 
turned to  the  plant. 

"Electric  current  will  be  furnished  by 
the  Commonwealth  Edison  Co/  entirely 
independent  of  the  Public  Library. 

"Sewer  and  water  connections  are  also 
independent  connections  in  the  street, 
and  this  water  is  used  both  hot  and  cold 
in  the  comfort  stations. 

"Any  further  information  desired  will 
be   furnished   by  letter  or  in  person  to 
your  honorable  committee,  and  trust  this 
answers  your  present  requirement.

Gentlemen: — Complying  with  the  terms 
of  an  advertisement  asking  for  bids  to 
supply  current  American  books  required 
during  the  ensuing  year  and  to  rebind 
books  during  the  same  period,  your  Com- 
mittee on  Library  has  received  offers 
which  assure  favorable  contracts  to  re- 
place those  which  are  now  terminating. 
The  offers  received  for  supplying  the  re- 
quired books  currently  published  in  this 
country  embrace  the  following : 

Marshall  Field  &  Company — Net 
books  published  within  a  year,  including 
importations  and  excepting  text  books, 
seventeen  per  cent,  discount ;  text  books, 
ten  per  cent,  discount ;  net  books  more 
than  one  year  old,  twenty-eight  per  cent. 
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discount;  publications  more  than  one 
year  old  that  are  not  net,  excepting  popu- 
lar copyrights  and  popular  series  of  ju- 
veniles, forty  per  cent,  discount;  popular 
copyrights  at  thirty-six  cents;  popular 
series  of  juveniles  that  retail  for  fifty 
cents  at  thirty  six  cents  per  volume; 
popular  series  of  juveniles  that  retail  for 
twenty-five  cents  at  nineteen  cents  per 
volume. 

A.  C.  McClurg  &  Company — Net 
books  published  within  a  year  and  net 
books  more  than  a  year  old,  twenty-five 
per  cent,  discount ;  text  books,  fifteen  per 
cent,  discount;  publications  more  than 
one  year  old,  discounts  ranging  from 
thirty-five  per  cent,  to  forty  per  cent.; 
popular  copyright  series,  thirty-nine  cents 
per  copy ;  Burt  Home  Library,  forty 
cents  per  copy. 

The  output  of  a  few  publishers  is  ex- 
cepted  from  the  twenty-five  per  cent, 
discount  for  net  books,  the  discount  in 
these  classes  ranging  from  twenty-two  to 
twenty-four  per  cent.  It  will  be  noted 
that  as  to  both  the  firms  mentioned  the 
terms  offered  are  very  much  better  than 
those  which  obtained  during  the  year 
preceding,  when  the  best  discount  that 
could  be  obtained  on  net  books  was  ten 
per  cent,  instead  of  twenty-five.  The  ac- 
ceptance of  either  proposition  involves 
unusually  favorable  terms.  It  is  difficult 
to  accurately  measure  the  relative  value 
to  the  library  of  the  two  proposals,  owing 
to  the  wide  disparity  of  discounts  offered 
for  the  several  classes  and  the  exceptions 
made  in  both  instances.  Taking  the  pur- 
chase of  the  past  year  as  a  basis,  there 
would  seem  to  be  on  the  whole  but 
slight  difference  between  the  two  bidders 
in  the  gross  amounts  that  would  have  to 
be  paid  on  the  same  basis  during  the  en- 
suing year.  On  the  whole,  A.  C.  Mc- 
Clurg &  Company  are  somewhat  lower  if 
the  same  lines  of  purchases  are  main- 
tained, the  larger  discount  on  net  books 
more  than  a  year  old  offered  by  Marshall 
Field  &  Company  being  offset  by  the 


larger  discount  on  the  current  net  books 
offered  by  A.  C.  McClurg  &  Company. 
Under  these  circumstances,  and  in  view 
of  the  desirability  from  the  library  stand- 
point of  continuity  of  service,  your  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  offer  of  A.  C. 
McClurg  &  Company  be  accepted,  retain- 
ing for  the  Board  the  right  to  avail  itself 
of  special  purchases  elsewhere,  when  op- 
portunity offers,  in  the  matter  of  books 
which  cannot  be  regarded  as  legitimately 
current. 

Prices  for  binding  and  rebinding  books 
of  the  library  as  offered  by  the  various 
bidders  are  low  and  samples  of  style  and 
qualities  of  material  guarantee  excellent 
work  at  the  prices  submitted. 

Medium  Grade  Binding — In  this  class 
of  binding  is  included  seventy-five  per 
cent,  of  the  work.  Three  considerations 
ought  to  be  weighed,  capacity,  price  and 
quality.  Assuming  that  the  number  of 
books  needing  rebinding  next  year  will 
equal  the  number  in  the  current  year, 
provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  ap- 
proximately 56,800.  The  limit  of  ca- 
pacity of  all  the  four  bidders  on  this  class 
of  work  is  63,700.  The  four  bidders  will 
be  required  to  handle  the  work.  The  four 
bidders  are  the  Northwestern  Bindery, 
Brabandt  &  Valters,  Joseph  Flucke  &  Son 
and  George  E.  Koehler,  four  of  the  five 
firms  at  present  doing  the  work.  The 
fifth  firm  withheld  their  bid.  A  tabulation 
of  the  fifty-four  items  on  which  bids  were 
invited  shows  that  Brabandt  &  Valters 
and  Northwestern  Bindery  offer  to  do 
the  work  at  practically  the  same  prices  as 
last  year.  Both  firms  have  used  the  over- 
sewing methods,  which  were  tested  with 
gratifying  results  during  the  year.  The 
bids  of  George  E.  Koehler  and  Joseph 
Flucke  &  Son  average  about  the  same, 
being  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  two 
firms  first  mentioned. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  reference 
binding  be  awarded  to  Burgmeier  Book 
Bindery  and  that  the  resewing  in  old 
covers  and  repapering  worn  covers  be 
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awarded  George  E.  Koehler  on  their 
bids.  It  is  further  recommended  that 
the  Northwestern  Bindery  and  Brabandt 
&  Valters  be  given  the  contract  for  me- 
dium grade  binding  up  to  the  maximum 
capacity,  as  stated  in  their  respective 
proposals,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
work  be  awarded  to  Geo.  E.  Koehler 
and  Joseph  Flucke  &  Son  in  the  propor- 
tion of  eight  books  to  Koehler  and  five  to 
Flucke.  Under  this  arrangement  the 
Northwestern  Bindery  would  have  thir- 
•  teen  thousand  volumes  to  bind  and  Bra- 
bandt &  Valters  eighteen  thousand  two 
hundred. 

In  the  matter  of  reference  department 
binding  of  the  nine  classes  of  work,  the 
prices  of  six  are  identical  with  those  of 
the  current  year.  An  increase  of  five  to 
ten  cents  per  volume  appears  in  the  items 
of  morocco,  calfskin  and  pigskin  bind- 
ings, due  to  the  fact  that  these  leathers 
are  importations,  the  prices  of  which 
have  sharply  advanced  owing  to  the  war. 
By  way  of  offset,  the  much-used  open 
shelf  department  books  and  the  United 
States  patent  reports  will  be  bound  in  the 
oversewing  style  instead  of  the  ordinary 
style  without  extra  charge.  The  stained 
titles  on  the  patents  are  likewise  to  be 
provided  without  extra  expense.  For  re- 
sewing  in  old  covers  the  prices  are  the 
same  as  during  the  past  year,  but  an  in- 
crease of  one  cent  for  repapering  book 
covers  is  asked.

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means  begs  leave  to  report 
that  it  has  successfully  concluded  the 
work  entrusted  to  it,  and  that  the  bill 
providing  for  an  amendment  to  the  Li- 
brary Act,  increasing  the  rate  of  taxa- 
tion for  library  purposes  from  six-tenths 
of  a  mill  to  one  mill  on  the  dollar  was 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  and 
signed  by  Governor  Dunne  June  29, 

1915- 

The  new  rate  of  one- mill  will  produce, 
after  the  scaling  process  of  the  "Juul 
Act,"  from  $200,000.00  to  $250,000.00 
additional  revenue  for  library  purposes, 
and  the  increase  will  be  included  in  the 
taxes 'of  1915,  which  will  be  available 
after  January- 1 ,  1916. 

Your  Committee  submits  this,  its  final 
report,  and  recommends  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  discharged.

NEW   BUSINESS. 

Director  Pokorney.  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution :  i 

In  cordial  recognition  of  the  services 
rendered  by  Dr.  Antonio  Lagorio  to  the 
people  of  the  city  of  Chicago  as  a  mem- 
ber and  officer  of  the  Library  Board,  it  is 
fitting  that  his  present  associates  place  on 
record  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board  this 
brief  note  of  appreciation.  Dr.  Lagorio 
has  served  as  a  valued  member  of  the 
Board  continuously  for  a  period  of  nine 
years.  During  the  two  years  he  was 
vice-president  and  during  the  past  two 
terms  he  has  served  as  president  of  the 
Board  with  conspicuous  interest  and 
ability. 

During  this  long  period  of  service, 
rendered  whole-heartedly  and  frequently 
under  circumstances  of  sacrifice,  the 
Board  has  been  compelled  to  carry  on 
its  large  work  with  very  limited  funds. 
Despite  this  .handicap  the  Board  has 
made  tremendous  progress  as  shown  by 
the  official  record  of  its  work.  When 
Dr.  Lagorio  first  assumed  his  duties  in 
the  Library  interests,  the  entire  circula- 
tion of  the  Public  Library  system  of  Chi- 
cago was  less  than  a  million  and  a  third 
annually.  In  the  year  of  the  completion 
of  nine  years  of  service  his  report  to  this 
Board,  as  presented  today,  shows  a  cir- 
culation for  the  past  year  of  four  and  a 
third  millions  in  circulation.  The  num- 
ber of  branches  has  increased  in  the 


same  time  from  one  to  thirty-two,  not 
counting  scores  of  other  agencies  which 
have  been  created  and  which  then  did 
not  exist.  In  this  tremendous  expan- 
sion Dr.  Lagorio  has  had  an  important 
part. 

In  conclusion  his  associates  desire  to 
record  the  pleasure  of  association  with 
him,  officially  and  personally.  As  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  particularly  we  extend 
to  him  our  thanks  for  unfailing  courtesy, 
just  rulings  and  consideration  in  all  mat- 
ters which  have  come  to  him  for  his  de- 
termination. We  express  our  regret  that 
his  membership  on  this  Board  comes  to  a 
termination  at  this  meeting  and  extend  to 
him  cordial  good  wishes  for  the  future.

Miss  Kate  M.  Henneberry,  an  employe" 
of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  from  1875 
until  March,  1908,  covering  a  period  of 
thirty-two  years,  died  on  Saturday,  July 
loth,  and  was  buried  Monday,  July  I2th, 
1915. 

Miss  Henneberry  entered  the  service 
of  the  Library  in  its  infancy  and  was  as- 
sociated with  the  late  Dr.  Poole  in  organ- 
izing the  library,  and  later  assistant  libra- 
rian under  Mr.  Frederick  H.  Hild. 

Miss  Henneberry  devoted  the  best  years 
of  her  life  to  the  Library,  having  filled 
many  positions  of  responsibility,  and  in- 
stituted many  of  its  early  policies  until 
time  and  growth  compelled  her  to  re- 
linquish or  divide  her  numerous  duties. 
When  she  retired  from  active  duty  in 
1908  she  was  in  charge  of  the  shelf-lists, 
and  directed  and  edited  the  printed  find- 
ing lists  and  bulletins.  Many  members 
of  the  staff  received  through  her  kindly 
assistance  their  first  rudiments  of  library 
work. 

She  was  one  of  the  few  remaining 
members  of  the  original  staff  who  worked 
with  Dr.  Poole  in  the  organization  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library.

CHICAGO,  Aug.  9,  1915. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Steps"  have  been  taken,  by 
arrangement  with  the  City  Clerk,  to  take 
over  from  his  custody  bound  files  of  local 
daily  newspapers  accumulated  during  the 
past  twenty  years.  There  are  about  I  loo 
pieces  comprising  presumably  consecutive 
files  of  Chicago  Newspapers.  By  order 
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of  the  City  Council  passed  June  28, 
1915,  City  Clerk  Siman  has  been  author- 
ized to  turn  these  over  to  the  Chicago 
Public  Library.  They  are  part  of  the 
public  archives  of  the  city,  accumulated 
pursuant  to  the  provision  of  section  1671 
of  the  Chicago  Code.  While  doubtless 
most  of  these  newspaper  files  are  dupli- 
cates of  the  papers  now  forming  part  of 
the  Chicago  Public  Library  collection, 
they  will  prove  of  very  great  value  for 
future  use.  Unfortunately  the  paper  on 
which  present-day  newspapers  are  printed 
is  of  so  perishable  a  nature  that  even  the 
many  precautions  taken  by  the  Library 
to  safeguard  the  files  called  for  by  the 
public  will  fail  to  preserve  them  for  any 
great  length  of  time. 

Other  gifts  of  value  recently  received 
by  the  Library  include  the  following : 
From  Mrs.  W.  F.  Dummer,  on  behalf  of 
the  Civics  Extension  Committee  of  Chi- 
cago, a  large  quantity  of  material  on 
civic  planning  originally  obtained  from 
Dr.  Herman  Hecker  connected  with  the 
Architectural  Department  of  the  city  ad- 
ministration of  Dusseldorf,  Germany. 
Also  a  large  number  of  books  and  pam- 
phlets chiefly  on  housing,  garden  cities, 
city  planning,  and  a  variety  of  municipal 
subjects,  likewise  contributed  by  Mrs. 
Dummer  from  accumulated  material  pur- 
chased by  her. 

From  the  City  Club,  material  used  in 
connection  with  the  public  property  ex- 
hibit recently  held,  including  a  fine  col- 


lection of  maps  and  charts.  From  the 
same  source  a  quantity  of  material  relat- 
ing to  child  welfare,  and  some  material 
formerly  used  by  the  Playground  Asso- 
ciation of  Chicago. 

From  A.  O.  Slaughter  &  Co.,  a  set  of 
Poor's  Manuals  and  related  material  in 
consecutive  numbers  from  the  early  'go's 
to  date. 

From  Miss  Harriet  Monroe  a  number 
of  valuable  art  works,  some  of  them  being 
duplicates  of  volumes  now  comprised  in 
the  Ryder  collection. 

Suitable  acknowledgment  on  behalf  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  has  been  made  to 
the  several  donors.

MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  has  learned  with  deep 
regret  of  the  death  of  Mr.  George  B. 
Armstrong,  who  served  the  .  City  of 
Chicago  as  a  member  of  the  Library 
Board. 

Mr.  Armstrong  was  first  appointed  by 
Mayor  Harrison  in  July,  1881,  and  after 
a  year's  service  resigned  to  accept  a  fed- 


eral appointment  as  Land  Commissioner 
in  Dakota. 

In  July,  1908,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  by  Mayor  Busse  for  a  three  years' 
term.  Mr.  Armstrong  served  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  Board  and  as  a  member 
of  the  Committees  on  Delivery  Stations, 
Finance,  By-Laws  and  Library. 

During  his  earlier  term  as  Director, 
Mr.  Armstrong  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Future  Library  Building 
and  gave  not  only  valuable  service  in 
selecting  the  site  on  which  the  library 
building  now  stands,  but  also  time  and 
energy  in  securing  legislation  in  Wash- 
ington that  finally  secured  Dearborn  Park 
as  the  site  for  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary. 

Mr.  Armstrong  had  an  active,  energetic 
mind  and  a  kindly  nature  that  endeared 
him  to  his  associates  on  the  Board  and  to 
the  members  of  the  library  staff. 

He  was  a  man  of  strong  ideals  for 
civic  betterment  and  put  forth  progressive 
ideas  not  only  for  the  extension  and  im- 
provement of  the  library  system,  but  also 
for  the  future  of  his  beloved  city. 

In  his  death,  Chicago  has  lost  a  useful 
and  valued  citizen. 

As  a  mark  of  appreciation  of  the  life 
and  work  of  George  H.  Armstrong  be  it

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — Pulaski  Park  Branch  was 
opened  on  September  22nd  with  1,290 
volumes.  The  neighborhood  being  new 
territory  as  far  as  public  library  privileges 
are  concerned,  the  first  few  days  resulted 
in  a  swarm  of  applications,  which  later 
led  to  book  loans  on  a  scale  that  left  the 
shelves  empty  within  two  weeks.  The 
end  of  the  first  week  showed  a  circulation 
of  375,  and  on  the  last  day  of  the  second 
week  325  books  were  taken  out.  The 
following  night  only  169  books  remained 
by  actual  count.  As  the  demand  con- 


tinued, for  purpose  of  temporary  relief, 
several  hundred  volumes  were  obtained 
from  the  main  library  collection.  As  the 
appropriation  for  books  has  been  prac- 
tically exhausted,  this  seems  to  yield  the 
only  means  for  temporarily  relieving  the 
situation,  but  early  next  year  a  consider- 
able addition  to  the  book  supply  must  be 
made. 

A  collection  for  approximately  five 
hundred  volumes  has  been  installed  at 
Forrestville  School  for  neighborhood  use. 
Due  to  inability  sooner  to  furnish  this 
supply,  more  than  a  year  has  elapsed  in 
carrying  out  the  agreement  made  for 
providing  this  locality  with  a  small  col- 
lection of  books. 

Drawings  for  the  furniture  required  for 
library  quarters  to  be  installed  in  Kos- 
ciusko  Park  and  Mozart  Park  have  been 
furnished  the  officials  of  the  Northwest 
Park  Board,  but  owing  to  financial  con- 
siderations there  is  no  assurance  that 
immediate  steps  will  be  taken  to  equip 
these  proposed  branches.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Li- 
brary, to  whom  was  referred  a  number 
of  communications  reporting  the  results 
of  burglaries  in  branches  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library,  recommends  that  branch 
librarians  be  required,  in  all  cases  where 
the  delivery  service  will  permit  of  such 
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arrangement,  to  send  receipts  twice  a 
week  instead  of  weekly  as  heretofore. 
In  cases  of  negligence  it  is  disposed  to 
hold  the  custodians  of  these  funds  re- 
sponsible, but  where  proper  precautions 
have  been  taken  and  the  losses  are  due 
to  circumstances  over  which  the  branch 
librarians  have  no  control,  it  would  seem 
manifestly  unfair  to  hold  them  person- 
ally responsible.  The  Secretary  has  been 
directed  by  your  Committee  10  enforce 
such  rules  with  reference  to  remittances 
and  custody  of  funds  as  will  minimize  the 
danger  of  future  losses. 

Owing  to  the  disturbance  of  transporta- 
tion arrangements  occasioned  by  the  war, 
your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Librarian  be  authorized  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  securing  European  periodicals 
through  local  or  other  dealers  from  month 
to  month  as  may  best  insure  prompt  de- 
livery and  continuity  of  service.  In  this 
way  it  is  hoped  to  greatly  improve  the 
dislocated  service  of  the  past  year  under 
contracts  which  are  now  expiring.

Communication  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Public  Library  Employes  Pension 
Fund,  submitting  report  on  the  condition 
of  the  pension  fund  for  the  year  ended 
September  30,  1915.

To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  Employes  Pension 
Fund,  Chicago, 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  Ar- 
ticle VII  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Board,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  annual  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  pension  fund  for  the  year 
ended  September  30,  1915. 

The  pension  fund  has  now  completed 
its  tenth  year,  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note 
the  following  facts  in  the  administration 
of  the  fund  during  this  first  decade: 

The  sum  of  $18,613.17  has  been  paid 
out  as  pensions,  $791.98  as  refunds  of 
money  to  employes  leaving  the  library 
service,  and  $1,840.00  as  death  benefits 
to  the  families  of  contributors  who  have 
died  while  in  the  service  of  the  library. 


The  funds  have  been  invested  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  and  the  securities 
now  held  aggregate  $127,500.00  par 
value,  for  which  the  sum  of  $124,958.56 
has  been  expended.  The  list  includes 
the  highest  grade  municipal  and  public 
service  bonds  in  the  market,  and  while 
the  investments  are  of  the  most  conserv- 
ative kind  the  yield  averages  almost 
5%  per  annum  for  the  entire  list. 

The  contributors  have  increased  from 
no  in  1905  to  240.  This  record  of  ten 
years  is  most  gratifying,  not  only  to  the 
trustees,  but  I  feel  confident,  to  all  con- 
tributors to  the  fund. 

There  has  been  a  net  increase  of 
twenty-five  in  the  number  of  contributors 
during  the  year  just  closed,  making  the 
total  number  240. 

Two  employe's,  Jessie  Booth  Perry  and 
Elie  Hudon,  have  retired  from  the  library 
service  and  have  gone  on  the  pension 
roll. 

The  total  amount  paid  out  for  pensions 
was  $3,551.17.

Gentlemen: — By  invitation  your  Com- 
mittee on  Library  visited  the  Carter  H. 
Harrison  Technical  High  School,  Marshall 
boulevard  and  Twenty- fourth  street,  and 
inspected  the  spacious  quarters  provided 
therein  for  library  purposes.  The  room 
is  approximately  eighty  feet  long  and 
thirty-five  feet  wide,  and  is  equipped  with 
shelving,  tables,  chairs  and  loan  desk. 
With  a  few  changes,  which  could  be 
readily  made  without  great  expense,  the 
quarters  thus  provided  lend  themselves 
admirably  for  a  type  of  library  work  that 
shall  embrace  both  the  needs  of  the 
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school  and  the  requirements  of  the  com- 
munity in  the  neighborhood.  As  the  day 
enrollment  is  about  two  thousand,  and 
the  evening  class  registers  a  total  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  additional,  and  as 
the  school  is  also  the  headquarters  for 
social  center  work  centering  in  this  com- 
munity, the  opportunity  exists  for  an 
effective  type  of  library  service  differing 
in  scope  from  that  now  carried  on  and 
affording  splendid  chances  for  the  most 
profitable  kind  of  co-operation  between 
the  Public  Library  and  the  public  schools. 
The  large  industrial  interests  which  un- 
derlie the  prosperity  of  Chicago  warrant 
the  organization  of  the  proposed  library 
along  the  special  lines  which  are  repre- 
sented in  the  school  curriculum  in  con- 
junction with  the  general  equipment  usual 
in  libraries  intended  for  the  public.  Your 
Committee  therefore  recommends: 

That,  subject  to  a  definite  understand- 
ing with  the  Board  of  Education  relative 
to  hours  of  opening,  the  heating,  lighting 
and  janitor  service  required  and  other 
matters  of  detail,  which  are  partly  covered 
by  the  existing  agreement  relative  to  the 
occupancy  of  school  quarters  for  library 
purposes,  a  high  school  branch,  of  the 
public  library  be  established  in  the  Carter 
Harrison  High  School  on  or  about  Janu- 
ary I,  1916,  and  that  the  Librarian  be 
authorized  to  take  such  preliminary  steps 
as  are  needful  for  staff  organization  and 
book  equipment  when  the  funds  therefor 
shall  become  available  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

Having  largely  outgrown  the  equip- 
ment and  facilities  provided  for.  deposit 
station  work,  it  is  recommended  that  be- 
ginning with  January  i,  1916,  the  Wood- 
lawn  traveling  library  be  converted  into  a 
branch  library  with  the  customary  hours 
and  staff  for  its  management.  It  is  fur- 
ther recommended  that  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  such  provision  for  tempo- 
rary occupancy  of  the  present  quarters  as 
may  seem  desirable  after  such  date  and 


pending    the  procurement  of    permanent 
quarters.

It  has  been  apparent  for  many  years 
that  a  radical  revision  of  finding  lists 
must  be  made,  if  the  best  use  of  the 
great  central  collection  of  the  library  is  to 
be  actively  promoted.  The  beginnings 
have  been  made  in  the  last  few  years, 
several  volumes  having  been  issued 
though  not  as  rapidly  as  would  be 
desirable  to  keep  finding  lists  fairly  up  to 
date.  It  is  hoped,  however,  during  the 
ensuing  year  to  follow  these  up  with 
other  issues,  among  those  planned  being 
a  five  yearly  cumulation  of  the  annual 
lists;  books  for  the  blind;  religion,  ethics, 
philosophy  and  medicine  ;  Shakespeareana ; 
finding  lists  for  each  of  the  foreign  lan- 
guages represented  in  the  library ;  books 
of  music,  and  perhaps  two  or  three  others 
if  it  is  found  possible  to  compile  the 
material.  In  this  connection  your  Com- 
mittee is  of  the  positive  opinion  that  find- 
ing lists  should  be  sold  to  patrons  of  the 
library  at  a  nominal  cost  merely,  the 
widest  possible  distribution  of  these  being 
desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  publicity 
as  well  as  to  give  students  and  others  the 
widest  opportunity  for  the  use  of  the 
central  collection.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  the  Committee  on  Library 
be  authorized  to  put  into  effect  a  new 
schedule  of  prices  for  the  finding  lists 
issued  by  the  library,  with  a  maximum 
charge  of  fifteen  cents  for  the  finding  lists 
of  largest  size.

SPECIAL   COMMITTEES. 

The  Vice-President,  Director  Henius, 
called  Director  Healy  to  the  chair. 

Director  Henius  presented  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Special  Committee  and 
moved  its  adoption. 

Carried. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — -Based  on  the  reports  of 
the  three  standing  committees,  which  are 
hereto  attached  and  form  the  main  part 
of  this  report,  and  whose  recommenda- 
tions we  concur  in  and  ask  adoption  of, 
the  financial  needs  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  for  the  calendar  year  ensuing 
may  be  summarized  as  follows: 


Library  Committee $180,000 

Administration  Committee.   313,000 
Buildings  Committee. 163,000 

Total    $656,000 

If,  as  now  seems  likely,  the  revenues 
for  the  coming  year  do  not  reach  this 
total,  necessarily  some  of  the  plans  in- 
volved in  the  committee  recommenda- 
tions must  be  modified  or  possibly  en- 
tirtly  eliminated.  They  represent,  how- 
ever, a  program  for  the  year  neither  ex- 
travagant nor  inadvisable  if  it  can  be 
carried  out.  But  for  unexpected  encroach- 
ment on  the  Library  fund,  including  an 
assessment  of  approximately  $42,000  for 
street  improvement,  no  difficulty  would 
have  been  experienced  in  going  on  with 
all  the  proposed  extensions  of  service 
contemplated.  These  in  the  order  6f 
their  importance  embrace  the  following 
interests  : 

(1)  Book  supply,  including  an  emergency 
expenditure  of  ten  thousand   dollars 
for  a  number  of  the  branches  which 
are  so  urgently  in  want  of  an  addi- 
tional supply  that  steps   have   been 
taken  with  the  approval  and  authori- 
zation of  the  Library  Committee  to 
anticipate  the  forthcoming  apportion- 
ment of  funds  for  the  purpose. 

(2)  Additional     branches     and     outside 
agencies,  concerning  which   the   Li- 
brary Committee  has  submitted  an 
important  report  of  needs  and  possi- 
bilities. 

(3)  Main  library  changes    for   more  ef- 
fective service,  as  outlined  in  detail 
by  the  Buildings  Committee,  with  a 
view     to     largely     increasing     con- 
venience of  service  and  facilities  for 
work,  with   retrenchment  of  current 
cost  in  handling  the  routine  work  of 
the  library. 

(4)  Staff  reorganization,  greatly  strength- 
ening some  of  the  departments  and 
introducing     modern     methods     of 
classification    in    the    central   collec- 
tion. 
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For  details  of  these  contemplated 
changes,  enlargements  'and  improve- 
ments the  members  of  the  Board  are 
referred  to  the  three  appended  reports, 
as  submitted  through  their  respective 
chairmen,  Directors  Despres,  Healy  and 
Mayer,  for  the  Library,  Buildings  and 
Administration  Committees.  These  re- 
ports, which  have  grown  out  of  a 
thorough  consideration  of  the  essential 
developments  planned  for  the  ensuing 
year,  may  well  serve  as  an  advance  basis 
for  the  annual  budget  and  apportionment 
of  funds  when  final  figures  are  secured. 
Their  presentation  at  this  time  will  save 
many  weeks  of  preliminary  planning  later 
on,  and  to  that  extent  expedite  the  reali- 
zation of  the  program  for  1916. 

While  your  Committee  on  Plans  and 
Policies  has  given  primary  consideration 
to  the  needs  for  the  coming  year,  they 
have  surveyed  the  library  situation  as  its 
possibilities  unfold  for  a  succession  of 
years  to  come,  for  they  believe  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  policies  should  be 
formulated  not  for  the  moment  merely, 
with  temporary  expedients,  but  along 
lines  of  permanent  development  that 
may  be  pursued  logically  and  system- 
atically to  build  up  a  well-balanced  li- 
brary system  yielding  maximum  of  ser- 
vice at  minimum  cost.  The  Board  may 
well  commit  itself  at  this  time  to  such  a 
policy,  for  such  a  system  cannot  be 
moulded  in  one  year,  or  two,  or  three.  It 
is  just  as  essential  that  the  administrators 
of  an  important  public  institution  should 
look  well  ahead  and  plan  accordingly  as 
for  men  in  charge  of  commercial  enter- 
prises to  adopt  methods  anticipating 
larger  results. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
library  a  fair  opportunity  exists  to  plan 
constructively  and  systematically.  For  the 
first  year  the  added  revenues  made  possi- 
ble by  last  winter's  legislative  enactment 
must  perforce  be  expended  to  renew 
large  groups  of  books  that  have  outlasted 
usefulness,  to  repair  building  properties 


that  have  gone  into  disrepair  for  lack  of 
funds  and  to  make  necessary  changes  in 
the  main  building,  to  strengthen  a  staff 
which  has  been  subjected  because  of 
phenomenal  increase  in  library  use  to 
stress  and  strain  beyond  reasonable  or 
legitimate  demand  upon  its  numerical 
and  physical  strength,  to  meet  heavy 
assessments  for  street  improvements  of 
public  importance,  and  in  general  to 
make  good  in  the  coming  year  wants 
which  for  lack  of  revenues  could  not  be 
adequately  met  for  several  years  past. 
At  least  it  is  possible  to  make  a  begin- 
ning in  such  extension  of  facilities  as 
promises  eventually  to  give  to  all  the 
people  of  all  sections  of  the  city  satisfac- 
tory library  service.  The  more  important 
initial  steps,  therefore,  include: 

Book  purchases  to  an  amount  double 
that  for  1914  and  three  times  as  great  as 
for  1915,  the  home  circulation  alone  hav- 
ing increased  in  the  brief  period  covered 
by  these  years  from  2,900,000  to 
4,500,000. 

Extension  of  outside  agencies,  includ- 
ing nine  new  general  public  branches, 
from  ten  to  twelve  business  house 
branches,  ten  to  fifteen  deposit  stations 
averaging  1,000  volumes  each  (traveling 
libraries),  and  approximately  fifty  smaller 
deposit  collections  in  fire  stations,  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  headquarters,  girls'  clubs,  missions, 
community  centers,  etc.,  and  about  300 
class-room  collections  in  schools. 

Extension  of  open  shelf  privileges  in 
the  main  building  and  other  changes  that 
will  add  to  the  convenience  of  the  public 
and  the  better  routing  of  the  day's  work. 

Reclassification  of  the  central  collection 
of  600,000  volumes. 

It  would  be  an  added  gratification  if 
it  were  possible  to  announce  at  this  time 
a  program  of  branch  library  building 
construction.  While  this  is  out  of  the 
question  now,  its  realization  at  an  early 
date  must  be  kept  steadily  in  mind.  The 
library  at  the  present  time  maintains  34 
branches  and  owns  but  three  buildings, 
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all  of  them  memorial  gifts  and  all  of  them 
designed  on  the  standardized  plan  that 
obtains  in  other  large  cities.  After  going 
over  the  subject  fully  with  the  Chief  Li- 
brarian, your  Committee  is  convinced 
that  in  Chicago  a  radical  departure  may 
be  made  advantageous  both  as  to  service 
and  cost,  from  the  accepted  type  of 
building,  familiar  elsewhere  as  well  as 
here.  In  a  report  prepared  by  the  Li- 
brarian for  your  Committee,  at  their  re- 
quest, the  reasons  are  fully  set  forth  that 
commend  to  our  consideration  not  only  a 
logical  and  balanced  plan  for  locating 
branches,  but  also  a  new  type  of  library 
branch  building  adapted  to  our  need, 
and  costing  not  to  exceed  $25,000  each 
(instead  of  $50,000  to  $150,000,  accord- 
ing to  size,  for  each  of  the  usual  type  of 
such  buildings).  In  planning  branches 
for  the  future,  two  important  facts  must 
be  borne  in  mind: 

1.  Shifting  character  of  population  in 
many  sections  of  the  city. 

2.  Enormous  extent  of  territory  to  be 
provided  —  approximately      200     square 
miles  within  the  corporate  limits. 

It  would  be  manifestly  unwise  to 
adopt  a  policy  involving  the  construction 
of  costly  buildings.  These  would  neces- 
sarily be  few  in  number,  and  many  sec- 
tions of  large  population  and  great  extent 
would  remain  therefore  unprovided.  It 
would  be  an  unwise  expenditure  to  erect 
expensive  buildings  in  localities  whose 
character  is  likely  to  change  so  radically 
that  the  locations  would  soon  prove  un- 
suitable for  branch  libraries.  In  most 
cities  of  the  United  States,  branch  build- 
ings are  usually  situated  on  residential 
streets,  where  the  setting  may  be  made 
attractive  through  ample  grounds  of  lawn 
and  shrubbery.  At  this  time  of  transition 
in  the  character  of  residence  neighbor- 
hoods, this  is  not  the  type  of  branch 
library  building  most  practical  for  Chi- 
cago. Instead  of  placing  branch  build- 
ings on  residence  streets,  it  would  seem 


advisable  to  consider  accessibility,  and 
instead  of  architectural  grandeur,  utility 
and  productive  results  should  govern.  It 
is  hereby  recommended : 

That  the  busiest  business  thorough- 
fares in  various  centers  of  the  city  be 
sought  for  sites. 

That  instead  of  adopting  designs  of 
the  classic  Greek,  or  other  monumental 
type  of  building,  the  plans  contemplate 
a  business  front  conforming  in  character 
to  its  neighbors — except  as  to  common- 
place ugliness. 

That  the  store  front,  made  ornate  and 
attractive,  and  giving  suitable  window 
space  for  attractive  displays  of  books, 
bulletins  and  other  poster  announce- 
ments, be  placed  flush  with  other  busi- 
ness entrances  adjacent  and  without  inter- 
vening space  for  grass  or  flowers. 

That  the  building  comprise  but  one 
story  and  a  basement  for  heating  plant 
and  storage,  the  interior  being  reached 
from  the  street  direct,  without  steps,  and 
so  planned  as  to  accommodate  by  means 
of  low  book  shelf  partitions  all  the  usual 
departments  of  branch  activities — reading 
room,  children's  room,  ample  reference 
alcove,  and  administration  quarters,  with 
a  comfortably  equipped  rest  room  for  the 
staff. 

That  for  this  type  of  branch,  a  lot 
approximating  a  frontage  of  40  feet 
should  be  the  minimum  requirement,  and 
that  a  frontage  of  60  feet  should  be  ob- 
tained if  possible. 

Such  a  branch  could  be  constructed  at 
comparatively  slight  cost,  and  the  interior 
could  be  designed  to  give  harmonious 
atmosphere  indicative  of  its  purpose  with- 
out adding  materially  to  the  expense. 
The  major  expense  involved  would  be 
for  sites.  A  partition  of  cost  for  site 
and  building  on  this  basis  would  enable 
the  discontinuance  of  the  branch,  without 
appreciable  loss,  if  after  a  period  of  years 
there  would  prove  to  be  so  marked  a 
change  in  the  character  of  the  neighbor- 
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hood  as  to  justify  removal.  The  appre- 
ciation of  the  real  estate  would  in  some 
measure  balance  loss  of  building.  If  not, 
the  loss  would  prove  inconsiderable, 
taking  into  account  the  modest  original 
investment  and  the  use  of  the  building 
for  a  considerable  period.  Business  men, 
nowadays,  do  not  hesitate  to  scrap  ex- 
pensive machinery  when  it  is  out  of  date, 
and  their  larger  and  better  output  amply 
warrants  the  replacements.  Empty  school 
houses  in  many  sections  of  Chicago  stand 
as  lonely  survivals  of  neighborhoods  that 
once  were  residential  and  are  now  indus- 
trial. Similarly,  the  library,  were  it  to 
erect  a  number  of  costly  branch  buildings 
in  neighborhoods  now  wholly  residential 
would  find  itself  possessed  in  the  course 
of  years  of  many  handsome  buildings 
stranded  and  unused  because  of  receding 
tides  of  population. 

These  conclusions  are  forcibly  borne 
out  by  the  figures  of  use  in  the  thirty-two 
branches  now  maintained  by  the  library. 
Of  these  eighteen  are  in  strictly  residence 
districts,  and  they  show  an  average  annual 
circulation  of  53,342  each.  Of  the  others, 
three  are  in  buildings  owned  by  the  li- 
brary, and  they  have  an  average  circula- 
tion of  88,942  each,  while  seven  branches 
in  rented  quarters  on  business  streets 
show  an  average  annual  circulation  of 
1 15,270  each. 

By  adopting  this  report  and  by  carry- 
ing out  these  policies,  amplifying  them 
from  time  to  time  as  opportunity  offers, 
the  Board  will  approach  its  ideal  of 
ultimate  service  to  every  element  of  the 
population  which  can  utifize  knowledge  in 
the  form  of  print — business  men,  crafts- 
men, wage  earners,  educators,  musicians, 
artists  and  other  professional  men,  as 
well  as  those  who  are  in  the  formative 
period  of  life.  For  after  all  the  Public 
Library  is  the  most  democratic  institution 
we  possess  in  its  common  appeal  to  all 
ages  and  all  classes.  As  the  Board  ex- 
pressed it  in  a  folder  of  information 
issued  a  year  ago,  "Next  to  the  Public 


Schools,  the  greatest  factor  in  education 
for  the  masses  is  the  Public  Library."

Gentlemen: — In  conformity  with  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
at  the  regular  meeting  held  Nov.  22, 
1915,  your  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  after  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  Nov.  24,  1915,  held  a  meeting 
to  consider  the  needs  of  the  library,  as 
outlined  by  the  special  committee  in  mat- 
ters coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
committee. 

We  have  taken  into  consideration  the 
various  improvements  and  changes  in  the 
library  building,  needed  furniture  and  fix- 
tures for  the  main  building  and  the  various 
branches,  the  usual  items  for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  the  library,  new 
automobile  for  the  delivery  of  books  and 
the  equipment  and  rent  of  the  branches 
in  leased  quarters. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds  estimates  that  it  will  need  the 
sum  of  $163,000.00  to  carry  out  these 
plans  during  the  year  1916. 

This  amount  includes  the  sum  of 
$94,000.00  for  the  general  items  of 
alterations  and  improvements,  which  in- 
clude the  following  proposed  changes  in 
the  library  building  and  other  improve- 
ments, roughly  estimated : 

New  steel  book  stack $15,000.00 

Entresol  floor 12,000.00 

Alterations,  Washington  st.  entrance..  10,000.00 

Paving  assessments 42,000.00 

General  repairs  and  alterations : 
Repairing  and  opening  win- 
dows  $3,000.00 

Roof  and  domes 1,150.00 

Painting  and  glass  replace- 
ment  2,000.60 

Sundries 900.00 

7,050.00 
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Extra  equipment,  furniture  and  other 
repairs  in  re-arrangement  of  depart- 
ments in  main  building $8,000.00 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  author- 
ize an  immediate  start  on  the  preliminary 
drawings  and  specifications  for  the 
changes  in  the  main  building.

For  the  Library  Committee  recom- 
mendations are  made  by  the  undersigned 
covering  the  following  interests  of  prim- 
ary importance : 

Books  and  Binding; 

Branches,  old  and  new; 

Deposits  and  Traveling  Libraries; 

Periodicals; 

Finding  Lists ; 

Reclassification  of  books  in  central 

collection. 

Inasmuch  as  the  last  mentioned  item 
contemplates  additional  members  of  the 
staff,  the  requirements  in  this  connection 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Administra- 
tion Committee  so  that  proper  provision 
may  be  made  to  carry  on  the  work.  The 
minimum  amount  necessary  in  order  to 
provide  what  is  required  for  books  and 
kindred  material,  for  extension  of  service 
through  outside  agencies,  and  for  revision 
of  finding  lists,  is  $180,000. 

Books,  Periodicals  and  Binding. — For 
many  years  past,  as  reports  of  this  Com- 
mittee have  repeatedly  shown,  the  amount 
annually  set  aside  for  the  purchase  of 
books  has  been  markedly  insufficient  to 
meet  the  needs.  Last  year,  when  the 
largest  annual  expenditure  for  this  pur- 
pose in  the  history  of  the  library  was 
made,  the  sum  spent  for  books  was  not 
quite  $60,000,  and  this  year  the  sum  set 
aside  for  this  purpose  was  reduced  to 
$45,000  because  of  a  scarcity  of  funds. 
As  a  natural  result  in  many  of  the 
branches  the  book  shelves  are  bare  and 


books  have  been  in  commission  so  con- 
stantly that  in  certain  classes  they  have 
worn  out  more  rapidly  than  it  has  been 
possible  to  replace  them.  This  is  espe- 
cially true  in  a  few  of  the  branches 
located  in  densely  populated  sections  of 
the  city,  and  your  Committee  has  planned 
to  expend  $10,000  to  re-equip  the  vacant 
shelves  additional  to  the  usual  apportion- 
ment of  funds  which  provide  for  monthly 
additions  to  the  book  supply.  The  sum 
mentioned  also  provides  for  the  central 
collection ;  liberal  replacement  of  books 
worn  out  both  in  the  open  shelves  and  in 
the  stacks,  considerable  additions  to  the 
books  in  foreign  languages,  increased 
supply  of  music  books,  including  a  suit- 
able proportion  of  music  books  designed 
for  the  use  of  the  blind,  together  with  a 
suitable  appropriation  for  the  usual  cur- 
rent purchases.  For  the  outside  agencies 
your  Committee  has  made  provision  in 
addition  to  the  item  of  $10,000  mentioned 
above  to  provide  somewhat  better  than 
heretofore  what  the  thirty-four  branches 
now  in. operation  need  and  to  equip  at 
least  nine  new  branches,  each  with  a 
nucleus  of  from  2,500  to  4.000  volumes; 
also  to  provide  more  books  for  the  travel- 
ing libraries  and  for  the  class  room  col- 
lections. 

In  the  matter  of  periodicals  no  material 
increase  of  titles  is  planned,  but  a  pro- 
portionate increase  of  the  total  appropria- 
tion is  necessary  to  supply  new  branches 
that  may  be  opened  during  the  year. 

New  Agencies. — If  it  were  possible 
with  the  funds  which  will  accrue  from 
various  sources  during  the  ensuing  year 
to  open  fifteen  or  twenty  new  branches, 
no  difficulty  would  be  found  in  selecting 
locations  suitable  by  reason  of  distance 
from  other  branches  and  possessing 
populations  of  sufficient  density  to  assure 
adequate  use.  As  the  amount  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board  will  not  permit  such 
widespread  extension,  your  Committee 
has  limited  their  recommendations  for 
the  present  to  a  minimum  of  nine  new 
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branches,  three  of  them  to  be  located  in 
rented  quarters  and  to  be  organized  both 
as  to  equipment  and  staff  similar  to  the 
branches  now  included  in  the  largest 
group,  three  to  be  of  the  type  known  as 
high  school  branches,  including  the 
branch  authorized  by  the  Board  for.  the 
Harrison  Technical  High  School,  two  to 
be  of  the  type  known  as  elementary 
school  branches,  including  the  Forrest- 
ville  School  Branch  recently  opened.  In 
addition  it  is  likely  that  quarters  will  be 
provided  shortly  for  library  branches  in 
the  following  park  field  houses  : 

Harden  Square; 
Kosciuszko  Park ; 
Mozart  Park. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  these 
new  opportunities  which  are  afforded  for 
the  most  inexpensive  maintenance  of 
branches,  it  may  be  necessary  in  the 
course  of  a  year  to  reduce  the  organiza- 
tion of  staff  and  hours  in  some  of  the 
smaller  branches.  Your  Committee  notes 
with  regret  the  comparatively  dispropor- 
tionate expense  involved  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Morgan  Park  Branch,  and 
suggests  that  this  is  possibly  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  building  is  not  conveniently 
located  for  the  major  part  of  the  popula- 
tion in  this  district.  Unless  greater  use 
is  made  of  the  facilities  now  provided  it 
may  prove  advantageous  to  plan  for  the 
removal  of  this  branch  to  quarters  more 
easily  accessible. 

Depending  entirely  upon  arrangements 
which  can  be  made,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  modify  in  part  the  program  indicated 
above  by  substituting  for  some  of  the 
school  branches  facilities  located  in  field 
houses,  and  if  the  requisite  funds  are 
forthcoming  it  would  be  desirable  to  in- 
corporate both  features  into  the  program 
for  the  ensuing  year.  In  this  connection 
it  is  the  judgment  of  your  Committee 
that  negotiations  should  be  instituted  at 
once  with  the  Board  of  Education  to 
define  more  definitely  than  at  the  present 


time  the  conditions  of  joint  occupancy  of 
school  premises  and  the  mutual  obliga- 
tions as  to  management  and  cost  arising 
therefrom.  It  is  further  recommended 
that  the  Library  Committee  be  authorized 
to  formulate  a  definite  plan  of  procedure 
governing  such  arrangement,  and  to  take 
up  the  matter  with  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion or  their  accredited  representatives 
with  a  view  to  reaching  a  definite  policy 
and  understanding. 

In  locating  new  branches  your  Com- 
mittee is  impressed  with  the  advisability 
of  trying  out  certain  districts  through  the 
traveling  libraries  which  the  Board  has 
installed  in  some  of  the  remoter  sections 
of  the  city  with  marked  success.  No- 
vember statistics  show  that  six  or  seven 
of  the  traveling  libraries  have  reached  a 
circulation  paralleling  that  of  some  of  the 
smaller  branches.  As  compared  with  the 
circulation  in  the  delivery  stations  formerly 
located  in  the  same  or  nearby  places  the 
growth  is  phenomenal,  ranging  from  three 
hundred  to  one  thousand  per  cent.  In 
Rogers  Park  there  are  now  two  traveling 
libraries  with  a  combined  circulation  of 
4,245  for  the  month  of  November.  For 
West  Pullman  there  is  reported  a  circula- 
tion of  2,365.  Two  traveling  libraries 
in  Ravenswood  have  a  combined  circula- 
tion of  3,228.  The  traveling  library  in 
Woodlawn  reached  a  total  of  3,810. 
The  twenty-six  traveling  libraries  now 
maintained  had  a  total  circulation  last 
month  of  34,273.  It  is  evident  that  an 
extension  of  this  service  is  highly  desira- 
ble and  that  as  rapidly  as  may  be  delivery 
stations  should  be  supplanted  by  means 
of  this  approved  type  of  agency.  Through 
this  means  also  the  Board  may  learn  in 
the  most  practical  manner  where  branches 
could  be  located  most  profitably  with 
positive  assurance  of  success. 

It  has  become  increasingly  evident  that 
the  class-room  collections  fill  a  want 
which  cannot  be  supplied  otherwise  and 
become  serviceable  not  only  as  a  legiti- 
mate form  of  service  which  this  library  is 
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aiming  to  give  to  all  of  its  patrons,  but 
that  incidentally  the  system  of  public 
education  is  thereby  strengthened  in 
many  ways.  Inasmuch  as  for  the  last 
two  years  long  waiting  lists  have  been  on 
file,  the  comparatively  meager  increase 
for  this  branch  of  service  recommended 
by  your  Committee  is  imperative. 

Reclassification — The  Chicago  Public 
Library  is  now  more  than  forty  years  old. 
When  its  initial  collection  of  books  was 
organized  the  classification  scheme  put 
into  operation  was  of  the  approved  kind. 
Since  then  library  classification  has  un- 
dergone great  changes  and  improvements 
and  many  of  the  large  libraries  of  the 
world  have  substituted  for  the  old  classi- 
fication schemes  the  more  elastic  and 
modern  ones  which  have  been  evolved 
to  meet  changing  conditions  and  larger 
collections.  Some  of  the  large  library 
systems  of  the  United  States  have  been 
engaged  in  this  work  of  reclassification 
for  many  years.  It  would  seem  oppor- 
tune that  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
should  begin  the  work  of  modernizing  its 
classification  of  books  during  the  ensuing 
year  and  to  carry  the  work  steadily  for- 
ward as  rapidly  as  possible  until  its  com- 
pletion. Inasmuch  as  it  is  now  contem- 
plated to  expend  more  for  books  than 
heretofore  has  been  possible,  delay  in 
this  very  necessary  work  means  additional 
expense,  confusion  and  embarrassment  in 
the  future.  It  is  also  of  importance 
that  the  vast  mass  of  useful  material 
now  in  the  Civics  and  Documents  Di- 
vision should  be  vitalized  by  means  of  a 
suitable  catalog  bringing  out  the  wealth 
of  its  resources  and  making  it  possible 
to  greatly  extend  the  usefulness  of  this 
collection  for  business  men,  students,  city 
officials  and  the  public  in  general.  To 
this  end  your  Committee  has  asked  that 
suitable  provision  be  made  in  the  appor- 
tionment of  funds  for  next  year  to  provide 


competent   assistants    to    undertake    the 
work.

After  advising  with  the  Committee  on 
Library  and  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
relative  to  their  surveys  of  the  needs  for 
1916,  the  members  of  the  Administration 
Committee  have  included  in  their  esti- 
mates for  the  pay-roll  and  other  sub- 
funds  such  enlargements  and  changes 
as  their  respective  needs  require.  On 
the  basis  of  the  staff  as  at  present  organ- 
ized, additions  thereto  called  for  by  the 
opening  of  new  branches  and  other 
agencies,  amplifications  of  staff  resulting 
from  reorganization  of  certain  depart- 
ments in  the  main  library,  automatic  in- 
creases called  for  by  the  rules,  the  total 
amount  that  will  be  needed  for  1916  is 
$31 1,000.  There  will  also  be  required  a 
sum  estimated  at  $2,000  for  payment  of 
interest  on  moneys  to  be  borrowed  early 
in  the  year  in  anticipation  of  tax  receipts. 
With  a  view  to  standardizing  the  staff 
organization  in  the  branch  libraries  your 
Committee  have  made  an  analysis  of  the 
work  in  the  thirty-four  branches  of  the 
city  for  a  period  of  years  and  have  formu- 
lated a  scheme  of  classification  into  six 
groups.  While  owing  to  special  circum- 
stances some  variation  may  be  neces- 
sary from  the  strict  classification  based  on 
circulation,  in  general  this  scheme  adapts 
itself  readily  to  future  allotment  of  staff 
and  grading  of  the  branches.  To  the 
extent  that  special  circumstances  may 
render  necessary  some  deviation  from  the 
grouping  suggested,  departures  from  the 
accepted  standard  may  have  to  be  made 
from  time  to  time.  The  subjoined  sched- 
ule, however,  lends  itself  well  to  a  general 
policy  that  should  be  followed  as  nearly 
as  circumstances  will  permit: 
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A — less  than  20,000  circulation,  one 
senior  branch  librarian. 

B — less  than  40,000  and  more  than 
20,000,  one  senior  branch  librarian, 
one  page. 

C — less  than  60,000  and  more  than 
40,000,  one  senior  branch  librarian, 
one  junior  assistant,  one  page. 

D — less  than  80,000  and  more  than 
60,000,  one  senior  branch  librarian, 
two  junior  assistants,  one  page. 

E — from  80,000  to  100,000,  one 
principal  branch  librarian,  one  senior 
assistant,  two  junior  assistants,  one  or 
two  pages;  from  100,000  to  125.000 
circulation,  one  principal  branch  libra- 
rian, two  senior  assistants,  two  junior 
assistants,  one  or  two  pages. 


F — from  125,000  to  150,000,  one 
head  branch  librarian,  two  senior  as- 
sistants, two  or  three  junior  assistants, 
two  pages;  more  than  150,000,  addi- 
tional junior  assistants  according  to 
need. 

High  School  branch — Less  than  3.000 
registration,  one  principal  branch  libra- 
rian, one  senior  assistant,  and  student 
help;    more    than    3,000    registration, 
one  head  branch   librarian,  one  senior 
assistant,  one  junior  assistant ;  student 
help  according  to  need. 
At     the     present     time     the     several 
branches  divide  themselves    into   groups 
as  follows,  and  will  be  subject  to  transfer 
to   other  groups    as    conditions   change 
from  time  to  time  :

Gentlemen: — Pursuant  to  plans  con- 
tained in  a  report  recently  submitted  by 
your  Committee  on  Library  and  incorpo- 
rated in  the  general  program  for  the  year 
1916  by  action  of  the  Board,  your  Com- 
mittee has  given  careful  consideration  to 
the  determination  of  the  most  advisable 
locations  for  additional  branches  of  the 
several  types  enumerated  in  the  said  re- 
port. From  time  to  time  petitions  have 
been  received  from  various  sections  of 
the  city,  reinforced  by  calls  of  delega- 
tions, urging  the  establishment  of 


branches  in  their  midst.  With  a  view  to 
obtaining  the  fullest  information  and  at 
the  same  time  giving  these  delegations 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  their  presence 
was  invited  at  a  meeting  held  Monday, 
January  3rd.  There  were  at  this  meeting 
representatives  of  the  following  localities 
interested  in  obtaining  branches: 

Albany  Park       Grand  Crossing 

Avondale  Gat  field  Park  District 

Edison  Park       Scanlan  School  District 

Cicero  Morse  School  District 

Lawndale 

In  making  a  survey  of  the  entire  situa- 
tion, your  Committee  is  impressed  with 
the  fact  that  general  branches  could  be 
located  in  many  sections  of  the  city  with 
assurance  of  large  use.  Being  limited  for 
the  time  being  to  the  establishment  of 
two  branches  of  this  type,  and  one  of 
them  having  been  decided  upon  for 
Woodlawn  some  months  ago,  your  Com- 
mittee has  given  weight  to  the  fact  that 
owing  to  a  combination  of  circumstances 
a  large  element  of  the  community  has 
been  up  to  this  time  without  adequate 
opportunity  to  use  the  Library.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  second 
general  branch  be  located  in  the  district 
between  33rd  and  47th  streets  and  Calu- 
met avenue  and  Dearborn  street,  in  such 
location  as  will  prove  most  convenient  for 
the  colored  people  resident  in  largest 
number  within  the  limits  above  described. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  high 
school  branches  be  established  as  soon  as 
the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made 
with  the  school  authorities  in  the  Nicholas 
Senn  and  Lake  View  High  Schools,  addi- 
tional to  the  high  school  branch  recently 
authorized  for  the  Carter  Harrison  Tech- 
nical High  School ;  also,  that  branches  be 
established  in  the  following  elementary 
schools,  additional  to  the  Forrestville 
School  recently  authorized : 

Scanlan  School,  117258.  Perry  avenue. 

Morse  School,  620  N.  Sawyer  avenue. 

This  action  is  subject  to  the  condition 
that  a  suitable  nucleus  of  reference  books 
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be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Education 
to  be  supplemented  by  the  general  collec- 
tion of  books  furnished  by  the  Library. 

Your  Committee  would  further  record 
their  favorable  consideration  for  the  in- 
stallation of  a  high  school  library  in  the 
John  Marshall  High  School.  While  the 
changes  which  are  planned  in  connection 
with  this  building  will  not  permit  a 
branch  to  be  established  there  until  about 
a  year  hence,  we  believe  that  this  should 
be  the  first  high  school  to  be  considered 
for  the  1917  program.  The  district 
adjacent  is  largely  populated  and  would 
make  good  use  of  a  branch  in  this  build- 
ing. The  location  is  convenient  of  ac- 
cess and  the  need  would  be  met  for  a 
large  community  which  has  urgently 
sought  library  privileges. 

If  it  is  found  possible  to  extend  the 
branch  service  beyond  the  recommenda- 
tions herein  contained,  your  Committee 
is  of  the  opinion,  and  so  recommends, 
that  it  would  be  well  under  the  usual 
conditions  to  locate  them  in  the  field 
houses  of  the  following  parks  : 

Hardin  Square,  26th  street  and  Went- 
worth  avenue ; 

Kosciuszko  Park,  Avers  and  Diversey 
avenues ; 

Mozart  Park,  Avers  and  Armitage 
avenues. 

In  order  to  give  the  petitioners  from 
the  localities  which  are  not  thus  cared 
for  as  ample  opportunity  as  it  is  within 
our  power  now  to  give  them,  your  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  in  each  of  the 
localities  named  deposit  stations  be 
established  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  their  in- 
stallation. In  the  case  of  the  Edison 
Park  neighborhood,  assurances  have  been 
given  that  the  citizens  will  provide  suita- 
ble quarters,  properly  heated  and  lighted. 
This  is  a  locality  in  the  extreme  north- 
western limits  of  the  city,  remote  from 
other  facilities,  without  street  car  connec- 
tions, and  in  other  ways  so  isolated  as  to 
invite  special  consideration  on  the  part  of 


the  Board.  We,  therefore,  recommend 
that,  when  the  facilities  above  mentioned 
have  been  provided,  arrangements  be 
made  to  give  to  Edison  Park  a  reading 
room  in  addition  to  the  deposit  station 
service  contemplated.

Whereas,  in  order  to  provide  funds 
for  the  prompt  payment  of  the  pay  rolls 
and  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  sell  anticipation  tax  warrants  against 
the  library  tax  levy  for  the  year  1915, 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  City  Council  be  and 
is  hereby  requested  to  authorize  his  honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Comptroller  to 
issue  warrants  against  and  in  anticipation 
of  the  taxes  levied  by  the  City  of  Chicago 
for  the  Public  Library  tax  for .  the  year 
1915  as  shall  be  needed  to  meet  salaries 
and  current  expenses  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  75  per  centum  of  the  total  tax 
levy  for  library  purposes  for  said  year, 
and  to  attach  to  such  warrants  interest 
coupons  for  interest  thereon  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  only  out  of  the  taxes  against 
which  said  warrants  shall  be  drawn  when 
collected. 

Final  figures  for  determining  the  bal- 
ance available  January  i,  1916,  will  not 
be  obtainable  from  the  city  officials  until 
the  latter  part  of  this  week.  Your  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  is  deferring  its  recom- 
mendations for  apportionment  of  funds 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  It 
is  possible,  however,  at  this  time  to  fore- 
cast sufficient  revenues  to  realize  the  full 
program  approved  at  the  last  meeting  of 
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the  Board  for  the  current  calendar  year, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  one  of  the 
general  branches.  This  would  not  be 
possible,  however,  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  the  assessment  against  the 
library  for  its  share  of  the  Michigan 
avenue  improvement  will  not  be  called 
during  this  year.  Your  Committee  sug- 
gests, therefore,  that  the  several  commit- 
tees charged  with  the  development  of  the 
year's  program  begin  their  work  on  the 
basis  as  proposed.

Gentlemen: — For  some  years  past  the 
pressure  on  the  resources  of  the  Lewis 
Institute  Branch  has  been  so  great  as  to 
demand  larger  quarters.  The.  prospective 
removal  of  the  tenant  of  an  adjacent  store 
now  makes  possible  such  addition  to  the 
space  occupied  as  will  enable  the  branch 
to  be  properly  re- arranged  to  meet  the 
increased  demands.  Your  Committee 
recommends  that  authority  be  given,  if 
satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made, 
to  rent  the  additional  space  at  a  maximum 
rental  of  $600  per  annum.  It  is  further 
recommended  that  your  Committee  be 
authorized  to  order  such  re-arrange- 


ment  of   branch   equipment  as  may  be 
necessary. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the 
Committee  be  given  authority,  subject  to 
satisfactory  arrangements,  to  rent  quar- 
ters in  Edison  Park  for  a  reading  room, 
rental  not  to  exceed  $300.00  per  annum.

Dear  Sir: — I  submit  herewith  a  report 
on  air  conditions  in  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  at    Michigan   avenue  and    Ran- 
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dolph  street  from  tests  made  on  Decem- 
ber 29th  and  3oth  and  January  3d  and  4th 
with  special  reference  to  the  main  reading 
room  on  the  fourth  floor,  which  has  been 
the  subject  of  numerous  complaints  to 
this  department.  The  attached  blue  prints 
show  the  general  configuration  of  the 
loom,  together  with  the  method  of  intro- 
ducing and  removing  the  air. 

The  building  is  equipped  with  a  com- 
plete mechanical  plant  which  supplies 
and  exhausts  considerably  more  air  than 
would  be  required  by  ordinance,  or  even 
by  the  most  liberal  ventilation  practice. 
The  air  is  also  washed  by  means  of  two 
acme  air  washers,  the  first  installed  in 
Chicago,  although  still  in  good  repair. 
An  ozpne  machine  also  has  been  in  use 
for  the  past  three  or  four  years.  Tests  of 
the  equipment  gave  the  following  results: 

Total  air  introduced  into  the  reading 
room  25.700  C.  F.  M.  Total  air  ex- 
hausted 31.600  C.  F.  M.  Of  the  air  in- 
troduced 5000'  is  introduced  through  reg- 
isters near  the  floor  line  and  20,600 
through  small  grilles  in  the  ceiling.

The  temperature  was  71°  and  the  rela- 
tive humidity  30%. 

The  smoke  test  showed  considerable 
air  movements  throughout  the  room,  with 
a  general  tendency  toward  the  southeast 


portion.  This  was  to  be  expected,  as  the 
exhaust  registers  are  all  located  on  the 
south  wall. 

From  the  above  it  is  evident: 

ist.  That  several  times  the  amount  of 
air  required  is  being  supplied  to  this 
room. 

2d.      That  the  distribution  is  good. 

3d.  The  air  is  comparatively  free 
from  dust  and  bacteria. 

4th.  The  humidity  maintained  is  satis- 
factory. 

The  temperature  was  somewhat  higher 
than  is  desirable,  but  has  since  been  re- 
duced with  gratifying  results. 

Practically  the  entire  trouble  with  the 
ventilation  of  this  room  is  caused  by  ob- 
jectionable odors  from  the  large  number 
of  unwashed  citizens  who  make  of  this 
place  a  retreat,  especially  in  wet  and 
inclement  weather.  Having  no  other  place 
to  go,  they  rind  a  retreat  here,  where 
many  of  them  sleep  for  hours  with  their 
faces  buried  in  a  book  or  newspaper. 

Rooms  of  this  kind  should  be  ven- 
tilated by  introducing  the  air  through  nu- 
merous registers  in  the  floor  and  exhaust- 
ing the  same  through  the  ceiling.  In  this 
way  the  odors  would  be  carried  imme- 
diately above  the  breathing  zone.  The 
difficulty  of  installing  an  equipment  of 
this  kind  in  an  existing  building  is  that 
the  expense  would  be  prohibitive.  The 
only  suggestion  I  can  make  is  to  cut  large 
registers  in  the  supply  risers  on  the  north 
wall  and  introduce  practically  all  of  the 
air  at  this  point  rather  than  at  the  ceiling 
line,  as  is  practiced  at  the  present  time. 
In  this  way  odors  complained  of  would  be 
considerably  diluted,  but  I  doubt  if  they 
could  be  entirely  eliminated. 

The  radiators  and  registers  in  this 
room  and  all  supply  ducts  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned,  as  they  are  extremely 
dirty.  The  thermostats  should  also  be 
carefully  adjusted  so  that  the  temperature 
does  not  exceed  68°  at  any  time.

with  reference  to  the  purchase  of 
emergency  aids,  amounting  to  the  sum 
of  $30.00. 

On  motion  of  Director  Pokorney,  the 
amount  was  appropriated  and  the  Li- 
brarian was  instructed  to  order  the  ma- 
terial. 

The  Librarian  submitted  a  summary 
of  attendance  at  the  staff  lectures  cover- 
ing a  period  of  four  months  and  a  half, 
beginning  October  5.

In  view  of  this 
fact  your  Committee  has  considered  it 
good  business  to  endeavor  to  secure  a 
suitable  permanent  location  by  purchase 
with  a  view  to  erecting  thereon  a  branch 
library  building  planned  in  accordance 
with  the  policy  approved  by  the  Board 
some  months  ago.  To  this  end  pro- 
posals have  been  invited  from  owners  of 
real  estate.  The  best  offer  which  has 
been  received  is  for  a  lot  on  Kimbark 
avenue  between  63rd  and  62nd  streets, 
having  a  west  frontage  of  44 ^  feet  and 
admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose  wanted. 
Adjacent  on  the  north  is  a  wide  alley.. 
There  is  also  an  alley  at  the  rear,  and 
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similarly  on  the  south  there  will  be  an 
alley  10  feet  wide.  The  lot  is  125  feet 
deep.

Dear  Sir : — There  is  a  vast  field 
through  which  books  in  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  might  circulate,  if  the 
proper  channels  for  easy  distribution 
were  available.  It  is  true  that  some  of 
the  school  buildings  are  used  as  sub- 
library  stations  with  excellent  results.  I 
speak  particularly  of  the  buildings  used 
after  6  o'clock.  If  there  is  any  objections 
to  these  sub-stations  it  is  because  of  the 
cost  of  installing  heating  facilities  for  the 
particular  rcom  selected. 

It  is  true  that  the  funds  for  all  public 
betterments  come  from  the  same  source, 
for  that  reason  co-operation  among  the 
various  public  bodies  undoubtedly  results 
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in  greater  efficiency  in  administering  the 
trusts,  and  a  wider  use  by  the  people  of 
the  various  facilities — this  being  especially 
true  of  library  books,  and  a  greater  cir- 
culation of  these  books  will  result  when 
they  are  placed  within  easy  reach  of  the 
people. 

For  these  reasons  it  has  occurred  to 
me  that  if  the  Library  Board  would 
examine  into  the  feasibility  of  providing 
additional  sub-stations  in  contemplated 
new  school  buildings,  considerable  ex- 
pense might  be  saved  if  the  buildings  to 
be  so  used  were  selected  while  the  same 
are  under  construction.

Gentlemen:  —  Anticipating  the  require- 
ment of  a  suitable  site,  and  to  prevent 
delays  in  the  construction  of  a  contem- 
plated branch  in  Woodlawn,  your  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds  has 
negotiated  with  a  number  of  architects 
and  secured  preliminary  sketches.  After 
a  personal  interview  with  all  the  com- 
petitors your  Committee  has  chosen  Mr. 
Clarence  E.  Frazier  to  undertake  the 
making  of  plans  for  the  building  and  to 
superintend  the  construction  thereof  after 
the  contracts  are  let. 

Originality  and  excellence  were  also 
evident  in  the  sketches  submitted  by  Mr. 
J.  C.  Christensen,  and  your  Committee 
suggests  giving  him  primary  consideration 
in  the  planning  of  the  next  branch. 

The  commission  asked  is  3  per  cent. 
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of  the  amount  to  be  expended,  estimated 
at  y 14,000,  exclusive  of  furnishing.  The 
building  will  be  approximately  44  feet 
wide  by  125  in  depth  and  will  provide 
admirable  facilities  for  adults,  young 
people  and  smaller  children  in  three 
separate  divisions.  Provision  is  also 
made  for  a  steam  heating  plant  in  the 
basement,  with  ample  storage  for  gen- 
eral purposes  and  special  storage  for 
supplies  of  the  janitor.

Resolved,  that  upon  the  approval  of  the 
deed  to  the  above  described  premises  by 
the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 
authority  be  given  for  the  employment  of 
Mr.  Clarence  E.  Frazier  as  architect  and 
that  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  in  conjunction  with  the  Li-

Gentlemen: — Herewith  your  Committee 
on  Administration  submits  a  complete 
list  of  the  employes  in  this  Library  regu- 
larly qualified  under  civil  service  rules, 
together  with  salaries  recommended  for 
the  ensuing  year  subject  to  such  rules 
and  efficiency  ratings.  In  the  case  of 
most  of  them,  such  salaries  are  deter-

Gentlemen: — The  third  and  concluding 
part  of  a  finding  list  comprising  a  five- 
year  cumulation  of  titles  is  now  in  press 
and  will  be  ready  for  distribution  about 
the  end  of  the  month.  It  will  contain 
about  11,000  titles  and  will  be  fully  in- 
dexed, making  a  volume  of  566  pages. 
The  subjects  represented  are  History  and 
Biography,  Geography  and  Travels, 
Poetry  and  Drama,  Essays  and  Miscel- 
lanies, Language  and  Literature,  Fine 
Arts,  Useful  Arts,  Natural  Sciences, 
Social  Sciences,  Religion,  Ethics,  Phil- 
osophy and  Medicine.  With  Part  I  (Eng- 
lish Prose  Fiction)  and  Part  III  (Juvenile 
Literature),  issued  recently  and  compris- 
ing with  indexes  72  and  48  pages  respect- 
ively, plans  formulated  in  1910  have 
been  brought  to  successful  realization  in 
furnishing  to  the  public  and  to  the  staff 
a  ready  key  to  the  up-to-date  resources 
of  the  Library.  Each  Book  Bulletin  lists 
books  added  to  the  shelves  during  the 


preceding  month,  and  at  the  close  of 
each  calendar  year  the  titles  are  cumu- 
lated in  one  alphabet,  with  full  indexes. 
The  fifth  year's  issue  is  combined  with 
the  preceding  four  annual  "Books  of  the 
Year,"  merging  them  into  one  alphabet 
with  consolidated  index.  Thus  at  all 
times  it  is  possible  to  find  readily  what 
books  the  Library  has  acquired,  and 
users  o(  the  Stations  and  Branch  service 
are  given  like  convenient  reference  to  the 
central  collection. 

Books  for  the  blind  and  books  in  for- 
eign languages  are  not  included,  as  it  is 
purposed  to  issue  these  in  separate  form. 
The  compilation  of  books  for  the  blind, 
including  the  four  systems  of  raised  char- 
acters represented  in  this  library,  is  now 
ready  for  printing  and  will  make  a  volume 
of  32  pages.  Lists  of  books  in  Yiddish 
and  in  the  Russian  language  will  follow, 
and  these  in  turn  will  be  followed  by  lists 
of  books  in  German,  French,  Bohemian, 
Polish,  Italian,  Danish,  Norwegian,  Let- 
tish, Spanish  and  other  languages. 

The  eighth  edition  of  general  finding 
lists  was  completed  recently  with  the 
volume  of  titles  on  the  subjects  of  Reli- 
gion, Philosophy  and  Medicine.  The 
initial  volume  of  this  edition  appeared 
January  i,  1898,  more  than  eighteen 
years  ago.  Other  volumes,  consecutively 
paged,  were  issued  as  follows :  History 
and  Biography,  1901 ;  Geography  and 
Travels,  1904;  Poetry  and  Drama,  1904; 
Language  and  Literature,  1905 ;  Fine 
Arts,  1907;  Useful  Arts,  1908;  Natural 
Sciences,  1909.  As  none  of  these  vol- 
umes was  provided  with  adequate  in- 
dexes, and  as  numerous  supplements  and 
bulletins  of  additions,  issued  at  irregular 
intervals,  had  further  added  to  the  con- 
fusion of  alphabets  and  difficulty  of  ready 
use,  it  was  deemed  inadvisable,  in  1910, 
to  continue  the  work  on  the  eighth  edi- 
tion, and  the  final  volumes  which  would 
have  completed  the  eighth  series  were 
compiled  with  reference  to  the  new  plan 
then  formulated,  and  have  been  issued 
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independently    with   separate   pagination 
and  with  full  indexes  as  follows: 

English     Prose    Fiction,     302    pages ; 
January,  1911, 

Young    People's    Books,    320    pages; 
June,  1912. 

The  Social  Sciences,   372  pages ;  Sep- 
tember, 1914. 

Philosophy,     Religion,    Medicine,    454 
pages;  April,  1916. 

Prior  to  1911,  English  Prose  Fiction 
and  Young  People's  Books  were  issued 
jointly.  In  separating  them,  added  feat- 
ures of  interest  were  included.  The 
Young  People's  Books,  for  instance,  em- 
bodies a  useful  subject  index  to  titles  on 
special  topics  grouped  in  alphabetical 
arrangement,  and  also  in  collected  bio- 
graphy lists  the  names  of  all  biographees. 

Many  of  the  old  finding  lists  are  now 
out  of  print.  Especially  needful  are  re 
vised  lists  of  books  in  all  the  foreign 
languages  represented  in  the  Library. 
Owing  to  the  difficulties  of  importation 
at  the  present  time,  it  is  not  possible  to 
replace  copies  worn  out  and  to  bring  the 
collections  up  to  date. 

For  fully  90  per  cent,  of  the  patrons 
of  the  Library,  the  five-year  cumulations 
will  answer  all  practical  requirements. 
Finding  lists  are  costly  as  to  compilation 
and  expensive  as  to  publication.  It  is 
questionable  whether  the  Library  ought  to 
start  a  ninth  series  of  the  complete  col- 
lection. It  would  seem  far  wiser  to  con- 
tinue the  plan  of  monthly  bulletins  of 
additions,  with  annual  and  five-year 
cumulations,  and  to  issue  from  time  to 
time  special  topical  lists  and  select  lists 
on  the  Drama,  Poetry,  Useful  Arts,  etc.

Gentlemen:— hs  it  is  customary  at  this 
time  of  the  year  your  Library  Committee 
has  authorized  the  usual  advertisement  for 
proposals  to  supply  for  one  year  books 
issued  by  American  publishing  houses. 
In  view  of  disturbed  conditions  in  the 
European  book  markets  we  deem  it  ad- 
visable to  continue  existing  relations  for 
securing  books  issued  by  English  and 
foreign  publishers. 

For  like  reasons  your  Committee  deems 
it  inadvisable  to  advertise  at  this  time  for 
bids  for  the  necessary  bindery  work 
required  during  the  ensuing  year.  Prices 
of  needed  materials  are  fluctuating  to 
such  a  degree  that  bidders  would  un- 
doubtedly, in  order  to  safeguard  all  con- 
tingencies, charge  materially  higher  prices 
than  those  which  the  Library  has  paid 
during  the  past  year.  We  have,  there- 
fore, negotiated  with  the  four  binderies 
which  have  done  the  library  work,  with  a 
view  to  continuing  present  arrangements 
as  long  as  market  conditions  will  permit, 
with  the  following  result : 

Burgmeier  Book  Bindery  will  maintain 
present  contract  prices  until  such  time 
as  conditions  will  compel  a  change. 

Joseph  Flucke  and  Son  are  willing  to 
continue  the  old  contract,  with  the  elimi- 
nation of  pigskin  binding  and  the  assur- 
ance of  a  six  months'  continuance. 

George  E.  Koehler  and  Son  will  live 
up  to  the  current  schedule,  with  a  slight 
increase  for  morocco  bindings  and  the 
omission  of  pigskin,  also  with  assurance 
of  a  six  months'  continuation  of  the  ar- 
rangement. 
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Brabandt  and  Valters  ask  for  an  in- 
crease slightly  less  than  the  prices  paid  the 
others,  but  guarantee  it  for  only  four 
months  and  limit  the  number  of  volumes 
to  eight  thousand.  For  the  remaining 
eight  months  the  prices  asked  by  them 
are  slightly  higher,  but  they  will  furnish 
a  goatskin  instead  of  a  roan  leather  which 
is  worth  the  difference,  estimated  for  the 
entire  year  to  be  $575.00.  This  means 
an  increase  of  two  cents  a  volume  on 
roans  and  an  increase  of  three  cents  for 
goatskin  bindings. 

The  Northwestern  Bindery  asks  a 
price  equivalent  to  that  of  other  con- 
tractors, but  agrees  to  the  acceptance  of 
work  on  this  basis  only  as  long  as  market 
conditions  of  materials  will  admit,  when 
a  new  schedule  may  be  mutually  agreed 
upon. 

The  new  arrangement  involves  ap- 
proximately one  thousand  dollars  more 
for  the  entire  year  on  the  basis  suggested. 

Following  the  manifest  trend  in  the 
large  library  systems  of  the  country,  your 
Committee  recommends  that  the  Libra- 
rian be  authorized  to  put  into  effect,  as 
soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can 
be  made  without  confusion,  such  modi- 
fications of  the  present  plans  for  issuing 
books  as  will  give  to  students,  research 
workers  and  other  patrons  of  the  library 
who  may  require  them,  an  additional 
number  of  books  on  the  general  cards, 
with  the  suggested  maximum  of  five. 
Inasmuch  as  it  is  proposed  to  make  ma- 
terial changes  in  the  loan  system  which 
now  obtains,  this  would  seem  to  be  a 
good  opportunity  to  effect  other  changes 
of  a  progressive  character  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  books  for  home 
use. 

Your  Committee  would  report  further 
at  this  time  that  a  catalog  of  books  for 
the  blind  has  just  been  issued.  The 
finding  list  classifies  the  books  according 
to  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  and 
groups  them  under  the  several  kinds 
represented  in  the  library — American 


Braille,  Moon,  Line  and  New  York  Point. 
The  list  is  well  indexed  under  authors, 
titles  and  subjects  and  will  meet  a  real 
need  in  making  it  possible  for  the  blind 
patrons  of  the  library  to  secure  what 
they  desire  by  mail  as  well  as  upon  per- 
sonal request.
